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DEACON IS FOUND GUILTY 


IS SENTENCED TO ONE 


YEAR’S IMPRISONMENT.

THE AUDIENCE HISS THE DECISION AS 
BEING UNJUST—THE HUSBAND TELLS 
THE FAMILY HISTORY WHICH LED 
TO THE SHOOTING OF ABEILLE. 


Nice, May 20.—The trial of Edward Parker 
Deacon, who is charged with manslaughter for 
the killing of M. Abeille, opened to-day before 
the Assize Court of the Alpes Maritimes. The 
courtroom was crowded. Many ladies were 
present. Hardly a dozen Americans or English- 
men could be seen. Among the foreigners pres- 
ect were Mr. Harris, the British Consul; Mr. 
Vial, the American Vice Consul; Major Bre- 
voort: Mr. Deacon’s brother, Mr. Burrel, an 
English avocat at Monaco, and Mr. Middleton, 
a professor at the Lycée. 

The proceedings opened with Judge Aubertin, 
President of the court. on the bench. The 
Count du Moiron, Procureur of the Republic, 
represented the prosecution. Mr. Deacon was 
represented by Maitre Demange, & celebrated 
advocate of the Paris Bar; M. Gotrand, an 
equally well-known lawyer of Paris; Frank Pi- 
lotte of the Nice Bar, and Solicitor Bret of 
Cannes. The Abeille family, though not taking 
any partin the proceedings, were represented 
by Maitre Lairolle. 

Mr. Deacon was brought intd the courtroom 
by two gendarmes, who escorted him to the 
prisoners’ bench and then took up their posi- 
tion, one on each side of him. 

Mrs. Deacon, who had been formally ctted to 
appear, was not present. 

The jury from the very outset paid marked 
attention to the evidence. It was purely a Nice 
jury. composed of tradesmen in the city anda 
few petty landowners, but obviously men of 
fair intelligence. 

Mr. Deacon, on the invitation of the President 
of the court, recounted his relations with his 
wife from their marriage until 1890, Their 
life, he said, was a happy one until they made 
the acquaintance of Abeille. That was in 1887. 
Abeille’s visits to the Deacon home were at first 
rare, but they subsequently became so frequent 
that he objected. Finally theso visits led to the 
breaking of the happy domestic relations that 
had theretofore existed between himeelf and his 
wife. 

As the questioning was continued Mr. Deacon 
made bad breaks in his French, and his lan- 
guage became less acourate. The court thought 
it better to secure the services of an inter- 
preter, and thereafter Mr. Deacon gave his ev!i- 
dence in English. 

Continuing his testimony, he said that after 
his suspicions were aroused violent scenes be- 
tween himself and his wife became frequent. 
His mother-in-law and brother-in-law were in- 
formed as to the status of affairs. They said 
that jealousy was at the bottom of the trouble, 
and counseled moderation. Acting on their ada- 
vice, he renewed his amicable relations with 
Mrs. Deacon, but at the same time he resolved 
to watch her closely. About this time the fam- 
ily physician advised him to go to Homburg. 


He was suffering from inflammation of the 
stomach. Mrs. Deacon started for St. Moritz at 
the same time. 

While Mr. Deacon wasat Homburg he received 
anonymous letters stating that Abeille was with 
his wife. Mr. Deacon wrote to her from Hom- 
burg saying that she must cease all acquaint- 
ance with Abeille. Although he then had no 
doubt as to his wife's fidelity, still there was a 
scandal which he could not tolerate. He wrote 
Mrs. Deacon that she must choose between him 
and Abeille or let him have a divorce. Mr. 
Deacon promised to be a geod, loving husband, 
but insisted that she must wreak off her rela- 
tions witn Abeille. | 

She made no reply to this letter for ten days. 
Then she wrote that sbe had taken time to oon- 
sider the contents of his letter. She said that 
she was not responsible for the presence of 
Abeille at St. Moritz. Her nervous system, she 
added, was toomuch affec by Mr. Deacon’s 
tyrannical conduct, and she could no longer 
stand it. She concluded her letter by declaring 
that her husband could send the police or do 
whatever else he liked. 

In another letter Mra. Deacon said that she 
could pot stand such insults as her husband 
offered her, and that all relations between them 
should cease. Thenoeforth, she said, they would 
only communicate with each other through her 
lawyer. She added that Mr. Deacon would in the 
meantime better go the United States and give 
her repose. Mrs. Deacon knew that her hus- 
band had to go to the United States at about 
this time on matters of business. 

In reply to this letter Mr. Deacon wrote that 
he would like to see her in Geneva before he 
started for the United States. Her e+ to this 
was that she was very nervous and that it 
would be better for them both not to meet. 
Then Mr. Deacon sent a telegram stating that 
he was going to St. Moritz to see her, but a reply 
came to this telegram that Mrs. Deacon was on 
the point of leaving St. Moritz with Countess 
Grammont for the lakes. 

Mr. Deacou then went to Geneva. While there 
he heard that Mrs. Deacon had met Abeille at 
St. Moritz and had gone to the lakes with him. 
The Countess de Grammont’s party had not gone 
with Mrs. Deacon. They had left St. Moritz 
three weeks before she did. Mr. Deacon then 
sent a telegram to the Hotel Promontonio, in 
Grisons, Switzerland, asking if Mrs. Deacon and 
Abeille had arrived there. He received an an- 
ewer stating that they had been there, but had 
le{t together some days before Mr. Deacon’s tel- 
egram had been received. 

ome days afterward Mrs. Deacon came to 
Geneva, and the explanations she gave left him 
in doubt as to whether the reply he had received 
Irom the hotel people did not do his wife and 
Abeille an injustice. A friend he met in Geneva 
persuaded him that there was no proof against 
his wife, and he, therefore, apologized to her for 
the accusations he had made. 

A reconciliation followed and the family went 
to Aix. From Aix Mr. Deacon went to Paris 
and thence proceeded to Havre, where he took 
a steamer for the United States. Just before 
the steamer sailed he received a loving telegram 
from his family. 

Mr. Deacon returned to France in December, 
1891, and found that Abeille was paying daily 
visita to his wife. The broils between Mr. 
Deacon and his wife were revived, and these led 
to a mut desire fora divorce. Mra. Deacon 
told him that a divorced woman lost her social 
position in Paris, and he offered, for the sake of 
the children, if she wanted a divoroe, to let her 
proceed against him. 

Both of the detectives 
solute proof of his wife’s infidelity, an 
therefore ceased to employ the Mr. Deacon 
said he only wanted to get atthe truth Mrs. 
Deacon learned through a Commissary of Police 
that detectives were watching her, and she be- 
came highly incen A number of scenes oa- 
ocurred between Mr. Deacon and his wife, and 
these, of course, made matters worse between 
them. 

Mr. Deacon proceeded to relate the incidents 
that occurred at Cannes on Feb. 17, the date of 
the shooting. He stated that toward midnight, 
upon retiring to his room at the Hotel Splen- 
dide, he was seized with suspicions of his wife, 
who occupied a room on the floor below. He 
went to the door of her room and listened, and 
believed he recognized the rough voice of 
Abeille. He returned to his room and procured 
a revolver. Then he begged the secretary of 
the hotel to accompany him to his wife’s room. 
Arrived there, Mr. Deacon knocked on the door. 
After two or three minutes the door was opened 
by Mra Deacon. Forcing his way into the 
salon he saw just back of a sofa ahead. In 

assing he fired three times at tho man. Then 
be pushed the sofa aside and recognized Abeille. 
He advanced upon Abeille and seized him. say- 
ing: “ Vous étes bien la; je youstiens.” Abeille 
mnade no reply. 

Continua Mr. Deacon said: “I had no in- 
tention, no Sesire, to kill him. When I saw this 
little man wounded I felt poignant regrets, for 
a man having some conscience Must always re- 
gret killing another man.” 

The audience er this statement with ap- 
plause and the President of the court at once 
ordered the repression of the demonstrations. 

Resuming hia testimony, Mr. Deacon alluded 
tothe numerous ljetters Mrs. Deacon had writ- 
ten to him since the tragedy. 

The President asked: “ She wrote you special- 
ly on May 5 asking you to pardon her for the 
sake of your children ?”’ 

Mr. Deacon replied: “‘I have had repeated 
loving letters from her written in that sense.” 

The President—It is not I who would sug- 
gest that you refuse pardon, but if her confes- 
sion is sincere it appears to me that she has 
quickly forgotten the tragic death of Abeille. 
Although you shou)d come together again there 
would always remain between you the phantom 
of your victim. 

o this Mr. Deacon responded: “There is no 
question of a reconciliation. I have already 
commenced an action for divorce against ber.”

alluded to the calumnies leveled at the ac- 
cused, alleging that he had profited by Abeille’s 
money. The factofthe matter was that Mrs. 
Deacon had obtained from her banker within 
eighteen months the sum of 179,000f., and her 
husband had given her 69,000f. 

The reading of Mrs. Deacon’s deposition was 
then commenced. Opening with the events of 
February, Mra. Deacon deposed as follows: 

“M. Abeille came to see me at 10:30 o’clook 
inthe evening. I met him in the salon alone. 
At about 11:30 my: husband knocked ne | 
at the door of mychambers crying: ‘ Open. 
know there is some one with you.’ I lit a can- 
dle and then opened the door. He immediately 
searched the room. I then extinguished the 
candle, but he relit it quickly. 

“From my room he passed into the salon, 
where M. Abeille had hidden behind the sofa to 
avoid my husband, seeing that the latter had 
not authorized me to receive him. My husband 
discovered him, and fired at him three times. 
Mr. Deacon went away only after showing a 
disposition to enter the room where his victim 
was carried in order to attack him again. I 
had on a blue robe de chambre, not a white 
night robe as reported.” 

The deposition tended to prove that the pres- 
ence of Abeille at the different fashionable re- 
sorts in Switzerland and on the Riviera, where 
she sojourned with her children, was due to for- 
tuitous circumstances and not to his following 
her as a lover. Her husband aware ignored 
her friendly relations with Abeille, but never- 
theless he was habituated to seeing her and 
Abeille dine together. 

The deposition ended: ‘I desire to add that 
Mr. Deacon is both a madman and a drunkard. 
For the sake of my children I desire his ac- 
quittal.”’ 

It was brought out during the afternoon that, 
before the Juge d’Instruction at Grasse, Mr. 
Deacon admitted having authorized his wife to 
receive Abellie, but not under conditions of in- 
timacy. 

Imra Deodat, ed fifty years, femme de 
chambre to Mrs. Deacon, was called upon to 
testify. She said she quitted her mistress at 
10:45 o’olook on the night of Feb. 17, after fin- 
ishing her night toilet. She wore a robe de 
chambre. When she left her she was alone. 
Three-quarters of an hour afterward she was 
called by Mrs. Deacon, who ordered her to at- 
Sonne 2 Abeille, who had been wounded by her 
husband. 

M. Demange then proceeded to cross-examine 
the witness. She said that when Abeille was 
coming to dine with Mra. Deacon she always 
told Mr. Degoon that she was going to take din- 
ner somewhere else. ‘“‘ Mrs. Deacon would first 
say it was unnecessary to advise Mr. Deacon 
that Abeille was coming to dine. Mr. Deaoon if 
told would protest strongly, saying that he de- 
sired always to ignore the presence of the lover 
of his wife.” 

The Secretary of the Ho6tel Splendide at 
Canaes was the next witness. He testified that 
he was working in the office when Mr. Deacon 
at midnight called him to accompany him to his 
wife’s room. Mr. Deacon knocked on the door 
several times before it was opened. Mrs. Dea- 
con, he said, was certainly clad in a white robe 
when the door was opened. After they entered 
the room she put on a biue robe de chambre. 
Mr. Deacon, upon entering the room, had a 
short struggle with Mrs. Deacon, during which 
Abeille ran from the room into the salon, where 
he took refuge behind the sofa. Deacon pur- 
sued him and fired at him. 

The Procureur here severely criticised the part 
the Seoretary had taken in the affair, declaring 
that he had assumed a moral responsibility 
which most men would rather avoid. 

Dr. Escarra and Dr. Vaudremer, a physician 
from Paris, both of whom were at Cannes at 
the time of the tragedy and attended M. 
Abeille, aleo testified. 

Atthe reguest of M. Demange, Deputy Mon- 
saulmin testified to the high reputation borne 
by Mr. Deacon among bis bro}; All 
Americans, be said, and all Frenchmen who 
knew him would never believe that he bad been 
a complaisant husband. 

A former valet de _ of Mrs. Deacon stated 
that Abeille watched from his carriage Deacon's 
leaving the house or hotel and then went in to 
see Madame. he domestics in Deacon’s house 
knew of the relations between Mrs. Deacon and 
Abeille. Witness once went with Madame to 
Abville’s residence in the Kue Penthievre. 

The Procureur, in his address to the jury, re- 
proached Deacon for showing solicitude after 
mortally wounding his victim—for nothing ex 
occpt to get evidence of the guilt of his wife. He 
told them that he was animated by a strong de- 
sire to avenge his outraged honor. Had he 
tried to protect his wife aguinst the seductions 
of Abeilie, or the dangers of the fugitive life she 
= in pause about from one gay place to an- 
other 

In concluding, the Procureur said he held that 
the crime presented the aspects of premedita- 
tion more prominently than usual in cases of 
crime actuated by passion. 

M. Demange’s address to the jury justified his 
reputation for forensic eloguence. In a fine, 
sonorous voice, with many effective gestures, 
he declaimed against the Prooureur’s attempt 
to place the accused among criminals simulat- 
ing passion to juetify premeditated crime. He 
referred to the as «| of the American 
as likely to give him a keen sense 
of outraged honor and ready impulses 
of revenge. He dilated upon the high so- 
cigl status of the Deacon and Baldwin families, 

ose fair names, he said, were now tarnished 
through Abéille’s entering and destroying the 
peace of a quiet household. The acoused had 
waited with impatience for the day when his 
honor would be avenged by the verdict of the 
jury. The jury had to pronounce the fateof one 
whom events had made profoundly unhappy. 

The President then pointed out what charges 
the jury had to decide upon. 

After a half hour's private deliberation the 
jury returned an affirmative verdict on the 
question of inflicting wounds resulting in death, 
without invention to kill, the deofsion being 

uivalent to a verdict of willfully wounding. 

. Pilatte, in behalf of Deacon, then made a 
strong pee for a minimum sentence, after 
which the President retired from the court- 
room. On his réturn, he announced, to the 
general amazement of his hearers, that he im- 
posed a sentence of one year’s imprisonment. 

The murmurs, rising quickly into a volume of 
hisses and groans, which greeted this announce- 
ment indicated how the sympathies of the 
public went. Deacon’s brother immediately 
advanced to his side, and, shaking hands with 
him, said, *“‘We are all very sorry. <A most 
unjust verdict and sentence.” 

Before departing from the courtroom, at- 
tended by a guard of ene, the accused 
found a number of friends rallying round him, 
and there was much band-shaking, accompanied 
by a good deal of emotion. Deacon himself 
moped the while in a somewhat grim style, re- 
pressing his feelings like a veritable Stoic, yet 
really looking very near breaking down.

ALLEGED HITCH IN THE INMAN STEAM- 
SHIP TRANSFER. 


LonDon, May 20.—The proposed transfer of 
Inman Line steamers to American registry con- 
tinues to be discussed. It is hinted that the 
Admiralty will raise a question which will pre- 
vent the company’s complying with the Ameri- 
can law. 

It is stated that the Admiralty hasan agree- 
ment preventing the Inman Line from enter- 
taining offers for the purchase or charter of its 
steamers for a poriod exceeding five weeks 
without firet giving the Admiralty ‘the right of 
purchase or hire. 

Meanwhile English shipping circles are anx- 
ious about the coming American competition. 
Their organ, Fair Play, in along article to-day, 
Bays:

We remember the days when the Yankees had 
a@ practical monopoly of the Atlantic trade and 
the Stars and Stripes were found flying from 
the peaks of the smartest vessels afloat and in 
every European port. In the days of wooden 
ships the Americans gave us points in ma- 
rine architecture. Nobody who knows any- 
thing of yachting but is powerfully im- 

ressed by the Americans’ natural skill 
n construction and seamanship, wherein they 
cannot be ranked second even to ourselves. The 
demand for free ships in America is steadily 
growing into an articulate ory. * * * When 
Jonathan returns to reason in shipbuilding and 
nipowns we shall not have our troubles to 
seek. Meanwhile, the efforts made in America 
to meet the case of the American shareholders 
of the Inman Line and the ambition of Phila- 
delphia shipbuilders to add thereto are signs of 
the times which cannot be ignored.”

WHO IS CLARKSON’S MAN 


HE HAS A CANDIDATE, BUT 
WILL NOT GIVE HIS NAME. 


THE EX-HEADSMAN EXHIBITS A FEW 
LITTLE BOOMS AND A HARRISON 
HATCHET—KNOWS A MAN WHO CAN 
CARRY DOUBTFUL STATES. 


Ex-Headsman James 8. Clarkson, Chairman 
of the Republican National Committee, returned 
to the city yesterday, restored in health and 
armed with along stick with which he imme- 
diately proceeded to stir the political pot ina 
manner which brought a glad smile to the oa- 
daverous countenance of Thomas C. Platt and 
the other Harrison haters. 

Gen, Clarkson had been gone several months, 
but as Mr. Platt peeped over the edge of the 
kettle at the Plaza Hotel last night and saw the 
Blaine and Alger bubbles rise to the surface, he 
felt more than recompensed for his long and 
anxious wait. 

Gen. Clarkson reached the city at an hour too 
early for any of the local statesmen to be on 
hand to welcome him. He remained with his 
family during the day and saw no one ex- 
cept Mr. Platt. Ho left strict orders at the 
hotel desk that no cards from newspaper men 
or small-fry politicians were to be sent up, but 
Mr. Platt had previously provided himself with 
a diagram and byits aid he found a secluded 


back stairs and ultimately located and entered 
the room of the ex-headsman. 

Mr. Clarkson took from his satchela Blaine 
boom and a small Alger boom and exhibited 
them to the admiring gaze of the Tioga states- 
man, and the latter, as a guarantee of good 
faith, showed Gen. Clarkson the knife which he 
had sharpened at the Albany Convention. Tho 
ex-headsman felt of .the edge and commented 
favorably on Mr. Platt’s skillin the manipula- 
tion of edged tools. 

Gen. Clarkson told Mr. Platt of his confer- 
ence with Gen. Alger on the way east, and the 
subject of Blaine was disoussed at length, with 
the result that, when the interview was over, 
Mr. Platt shook Gen. Clarkson warmly by his 
chubby hand, tiptoed down the back stairs 
with his silk hat at arm’s length, and vanished. 

Last night Gen. Clarkson came down into the 
public corridor of the Plaza and beamed with 
satisfaction on James A. Blanchard apd four 
lesser local statesmen. To these gentlemen 
Gen. Clarkson showed his Blaine boom and his 
little Harrison hatchet with more or less 
reserve. In the dark corners of the 
halis he allowed them to. slyly insert 
their hands in the pocket where the hatchot was 
concealed in order to convince them that it was 
there, but the reporters were not allowed to 
touch it, and were encouraged to believe that it 
had been loft in care of the good John Wana- 
maker at Washington when Mr. Clarkson re- 
signed as Assistant Postmaster General. 

Gen. Clarkson refused to come out openly 
egainst Harrison. He admitted haying stopped 
over to see Gen. Russell A. Alger, but denounced 
as bosh the published dispatch to the effect that 
he had been commissioned by Alger to visit 
Blaine and get from the latter a positive declara- 
tion as to his candidacy. 

“IT stand absolutely uncommitted to any can- 
didate,” said Gen. Clarkson. “I go to Minneap- 
olis as a delegate from Iowa, but I am not in- 
structed. The delegates from Iowa, in common 
with the great majority of the delegates from 
the other States, teel that it would be unwise 
to decide on a candidate beforehand. We 
want a candidate who can carry the doubtful 
States of Wisconsin, Indiana, New-York, Con- 
necticut, and Rhode Island. The delegates from 
these doubtful States know who is the strongest 
mau in those States, and their judgment ought 
to prevail. 

“The strongest candidate, without doubt, is 
Blaine. His health is so good thatit offers ab- 
solutely no bar to his candidacy. There is posi- 
tively no definite assurance from him that he 
will not run. I do not know the real state of his 
mind. Few men over do know just how Mr. 
Blaine stands. But if he will run he is the 
strongest candidate. 

* Gen. Alger will make a very strong candi- 
date. His war record is straight as a string, 
and he would get the vote of the old soldiers, 
allof whom are satistied with his record. There 
is no objection agalnst Alger on the score of 
his record. 

“Towa regards Boies as a possible nominee. 
He is a good man. McKinley is a good man. He 
is a latter-day Blaino, but, while he magnetizeg 
his hearers as does Blaine, the magnetism does 
not last when he is Rone, and in that respect he 
ditfers greatly from Blaine. 

“ One of the strongest candidates in the East 
would be Senator Platt of Connecticut, and 
am surprised that he has not been more promi- 
nently mentioned. Senator Nelson W. Aldrich 
of Rhode Island is another good man. 

“Harrison is an able man, and has maue a 

ood President, but thore is a strong and grow- 

ng Opposition in all parts of the country against 

a second term. This prejudice will continue to 
grow, in wy belief. until it produces a condition 
of affairs where no President can get a second 
term. 

“A singular thing about the Harrison Ad- 
ministration is that Blaine snd McKinley have 
gotten most of the popularity out of it. Both 
men have strengthened themselves greatly in 
public estimation during the last two years. I 
am not against Harrison, or against anybody 
else, but we want a man who can carry the 
doubtful States, and the delegates from those 
Btates ought to be allowed to name the man 
who can carry those States. 

‘“‘While' my political judgment points to 

Blaine, if he can be persuaded to run, I haVe a 
personal preference for a candidate whose 
naine I will pot disclose. He is my personal 
candidate, and ail that I will-say about him is, 
that he isa man whose name has been consid- 
erably mentioned for the piace. Senator Sher- 
man is one of the strongest candidates in the 
country. He is especially strong with the Ger- 
mans. 
‘The candidate will not be determined upon 
until the delezates get together at Minneapolis. 
They will gather thereafew days before the 
convention for that purpose. No candidate 
will be selected who cannot be made the unani- 
mous choice of the delegates, and no candidate 
will be chosen who cannot carry the doubtful 
States and win the fight. 

‘“* Personally, my relations with Harrison are 
friendly. He has treated me nicely, better than 
any other President ever did. 

“‘ With good generalship we can win next Fall. 
The business interests of the country will be 
— us because they are opposed to anything 

e 
will be a close fight, but we can win if we are 
well generaled. 

“The present sentiment of Republican dele- 
gates-clect to the Minneapolis Convention is not 
for Harrison or against Harrison or for or 
against anybody else. The real sentiment is 
that no candidate should be selected until it is 
decided who can carry the doubtful States.”’ 

Gen. Clarkson, who is President of the Na- 
—_ League of Republican Clubs, has issued a 
call for a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the league at the West Hotel, Minneapolis, 
June 6. 6 object of the moeting is to hear 
the report of the sub-committee and take action 
onthe time for holding the noxt national con- 
vention of the league. 

en Gen. Clarkson reached New-York he 
found awaiting him the new campaign button 
of the National League, and he wore it proudly 
on the lapel of his coat last night It is of 
white enamel, with a fiag and the letters “ R. 
L. U. &.,"’ on it. Only four have yet been made. 

Gen. Clarkson said the league would number 
2,000,000 members by the time of the Minne- 
apolis Convention, and every club would be 
turned into a marching club in the campaign.

A BIG FIRE RAGING IN OSWEGO. 


THE LOSS WILL REACH $500,000— 
MANY ELEVATORS BURNED. 


OsweEGo, N. Y., May 20.—A great fire is rag- 
ing here along the water front, sweeping 
through the line of elevators, It started in the 
big Washington Mills. <A brisk breeze is blow- 
ing and it looks at midnight as though the Co- 
lumbia and Merchants’ Elevators would be de- 
stroyed. The firemen are battling hard with 
the flames, but can make but little headway. 

The Corn Exchange and Merchants’ Elevators 
are now burning. 

OswEGo, N. Y., May 21.—At 1 o'clock this 
morning it looks as though the lumber district 
is doomed. 

The fire has backed up and has destroyed the 
Corn Exchange and the Continental Eleva tors 
on the south. 

The Merchants’ Elevators on the north have 


also been burned, and Oswego's elevator inter- 
ests have been practically wiped out. 

Only one elevator is left on the east side, and 
that is the Marine, owned by Thomson Kings- 
ford. It is in imminent danger, however, and is 
liable to go at any minute. 

The fire presents a magnificent spectacle. 
The flames have leaped over to the islands in 
the centre of the river, which are piled full of 
lumber, and the lumber is burning fiercely. 

The loss thus far is fully $500,000. 

There is no telling where the fire will stop. 
Syracuse firemen are on their way by special 
train, and will render all the assistance in their 
power to check the progress of the flames. 

A number of firemen who were fighting the 
fire on the top of the Continental elevator were 
suddenly cut off by the flames and had a narrow 
escape from death. They had to be rescued by 
means of ropes. 

Six elevators have already been destroyed. 
The heatis fearful and the firemen, although 
they are working heroically, can do little to 
stop the spread of the flames. 

The firemen have just abandoned Kingsford’s 
big marine elevator, which is full of corn. The 
great coal trestles of the New-York, Ontario and 
Weatern Railroad and the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company are next in line. A dozen fires 
are burning on the west side of the river, with 
no streams playing on them. 

The firemen are now devoting their efforts 
to saving the Northwestern Elevator, 
owned by Gaylor, Downey & Co. This is 
the largest elevator and the only one left. 
It is on the opposite side of the river from the 
others and is enveloped in great clouds of sparks 
and smoke. It has been on fire several times. 

The tire in the lumber district, on the west 
side, is now the worst. 

Only one steamer is working. The firemen 
are working heroically, but at 2 o'clock this 
morning no help had arrived. 

The islands in tho centre of the river, upon 
which are piled millions of feet of lumber, are 
burning. The lumber is owned by E. W. Rath- 
bun & Co.

BLAINE’S PETTY REVENGE. 


HE VENTS HIS IRRITATION UPON FRED- 
ERICK A. BANCROFT. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Secretary Blaine has 
addressed the following letter to the President 
in relation to the removal of Mr. Bancroft: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
WASHINGTON, May 20, 1892. i 
To the President: 

I respecitully request that you withdraw the 
nomination of Frederick A. Bancroft of New-York, 
late Librarian of the Department of State, for Consul 
at Brunswick, Germany. 

There is an amiable tradition in the Department of 
State that no one is removed from its service without 
being appointed to another place, if nothing morally 
or personally offensive is attributed to him. In ac- 
cordance with this ractice, and after ver 
careful consideration, procured the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Bancroft to the Consulship at 
Brunswick. record, as librarian,. would 
have been, not “removed,” but merely “‘ trans- 
ferred” to the Consular Service. Mr. Bancroft did 
not, however, desire this arrangement, and appealed 
to the noreepae. with no littie acrimony of state- 
ment and with considerabie personal discourtesy to 
myself. I assume that the newspaper accounts 
were procured by him, inasmuch as he advised me in 
a personal interview of his intention to do so. 

he cause of his removal as librarian was his utter 
unfitness for the place. tle has not, in any sense, 
what may be termed the “ talent’ of the librarian, 
and four yeare have failed to develop the slightest 
po sp peo in him. Hisability is doubtless suf- 
ticlent in some other calling, but for a librarian he 
has no aptitude. 

Mr. Dwight, his accomplished predecessor, now 
Librarian of the Public Library in Boston, had 
trained a number of assistants, who became very 
efficient men. Mr. Bancroft, shortly after his ap- 
pointment, quarreled with one of the best of these, 
who had beenin his place for nearly nine years, 
with the result that the gentloman was trans/erred 
to another bureau in the department, and his invalu. 
able services were lost to the library. 

r. Bancroft quarreled with another gentleman 
who has been connected with the rolis and is thor- 
oughly equipped tor his place, which he has filled for 
& long time, and to-day there is practically non-inter- 
course between them, which is totally against the 
interests —> public service. 

During the last Summer Mr. Bancroft also quar- 
reled with the Third Assistant Secretary of State, 
the Hon. John B. Moore, now Professor of Inter- 
national Law in Columbia University, who desired 
some service from the ans A Mr. Bancroft's con- 
duot was altogether censurable, and if justice had 
been done he would have been instantly removed. 

One of the functions of the Librarian, perhaps his 
most important function. 1s thatin connection with 
the promulgation of the laws. The laws, as soon as 
they are approved by the President, are deposited in 
the library of the Department of State, and the first 
copy is given out by the Librarian. Itis of the utmost 
importance tha the proofs be accurately read. and 
that the copies be exact. Mr. Bancroft is not fitted 
for this duty. He is not educated as a proofreader, 
and many errors wholly escape his observation. 
Thus, although responsible for the correctness of the 
laws, he is unable to guarantee it. 

He is aman with no tact, no skill for directing his 
inferiors in office, or for eliciting their sympathy or 
availing himeelf of their abilities, and is altogether a 
— and irritating clement in the department, 
usually harmonious in all its branches. The only 
thing I reproach myself with is that I have not 
sooner made the change in the ey 

Despite all these facts, I have not the slightest ill- 
will toward Mr. Bancroft, and was willing, as indi- 
cated, to serve him, but, as he has made it incum- 
bent upon me to state the reasons of his removal 
from the office of Librarian, I have frankly done so. 

Andrew H. Allen has been appointed to succeed 
Mr. Banoroft. He has been connected in various 
cespacities at different times for about eight years 
with the Department of State. He is a graduate of 
Harvard of 1878, of studious tastes and habits, and 
itis hoped he may succeed as Librarian. 

The Department of State never changes its sub- 
ordinate ofticers except for good; anda sufficient 
cause. In the three years or more that I have been 
in office I have removed or requested the resignation 
of but two men, subordinate clerks of the lowest 
grade, both for undue and excessive absence from 


uty, 

The department has always been distinguished for 
the long tenure, the marked ability and faithfulness, 
of ita clerical force. It had this characteristic before 
the civil service rules were instituted. In fact, from 
the first Seoretary of State, Mr. Jefferson, to this hour, 
the appointees of the department have been rigid) 
maintained in their places during good behavior, wit 
no inquiry whatever into their politioal opinions. It 
has been the purpose and the ambition of each Sec- 
retary in turn to maintain the character of the de- 
partment in this respect inviolate. Respectfully

‘The written answers to Greenwood’s ques- 
tions were then torn up and thrown into a fire, 
the offictal telling him to say nothing, as both 
might get into trouble. 

When Greenwood reached this city he told 
Immigration Agent Burgess of the swindle. 
Greenwood says the man who fleecead him was 
called * Major,” and says be could identify him.

THE HURRICANE’S DESTRUCTIVE 
WORK AT MAURITIUS. 


NEARLY ALL THE FATALITIES WERE 
AMONG THE LABORING CLASSES— 
ONE-THIRD OF PORT LOUIS IN RUINS 
—RAVAGES AMONG SHIPS IN PORT. 


LonpDoN, May 20.—Advices from Mauritius are 
to the effect that the devastation caused by the 
recent hurricane was enormous. Business at 
Port Louis, the capital, and at other towns on 
the island is suffering greatly in consequence of 
the inability of the merchants to get the labor 
necessary to load and discharge the vessels in 
port. 

All the crops have suffered more or less from 
the disastrous storm and some of them are 
completely ruined. The greater part of the 
fatalities were among the laboring classes— 
Africans, Hindus, Chiuese, and Malagassys, 
who do much of the work on the plantations. 

Baron de Worms, Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Colonial Office, read a telogram in the House 
of Commons this afternoon which said that 
one-third of Port Louis was destroyed. Among 
the buildings wrecked were the Royal College 
and twenty-four churohes. Many sugar mills 
in the country were completely demolished and 
the valuable machinery was badly damaged. 

In this dispatch the first estimate of the loss 
of life was given. It is known, says the dis- 
patch, that in the City of Port Louis alone 600 
persons were killed. In the various country 
districts thus far heard from 300 persons lost 
their lives, and these figures are more than 
likely to be added to when news is received 
from the remote districts in the mountains. It 
is believed that when the death roll is complet- 
ed it will be found that over 1,200 persons were 
killed. 

The hospitals in Port Louis are filled to over- 
flowing with the injured, and tents have been 
erected onthe hospital grounds to accommo- 
date those whose injuries demanded instant at- 
tention. Nearly every house in the city has one 
or more of ite inmates under treatment. In 


- Port Louls alone 1,000 persons were injured. 


There was no loss of Jife among the British 
troops stationed on the island. 

Though a large part of the crops was de- 
stroyed, no famine is apprehended. The Gov- 
ernment, whichis under the direction of Sir 
Charles Cameron Leos, has, however, taken 
measures to relieve the distress that prevails in 
every direction. The Governor states that pe- 
cuniary assistance is needed. Thousands of 
people have lost their houses, and though the 
Government is doing all it possibly can, there is 
much suffering. Relief for these people is 
urgently needed. 

Mostof the lighters and tugs in the harbor 
were blown high and dry on the shore, and the 
scarcity of these vessels is a great drawback to 
business. The stranding of the lighters and 
tugs alao caused a great delay in floating the 
stranded sea-going vessels, it being impossible 
to lighten them. 

The British ship Queen of Scots, whose strand- 
ing was reported yesterday, lost her bulwarks 
and a part of her riggirg. 

The, British steamer Oaklands, from Barry, 
which was also reported aground, has been 
floated. Her rigging and bulwarks are dam- 
aged. Several of the plates on her port side are 
bent in, butshe is water-tight. 

The British barks Aconcagua and Genevie M. 
Tucker, the former from New-York and the lat- 
ter from Newcastle, New South Wales, are 
ashore, hard and fast. There is but a faint 
prospect of floating either of them. They are 
lyingin four feet of water. They are partly 
laden. Neither is making any water. 

The Austrian bark Teresa Cosulich is 
stranded, but she will float. Her hull is dam- 
aged and several of her plates are bent. She 
was in collision with the wharf and dry dock. 

The British steamer Umballa, from Bombay 
and Zanzibar, which was also blown ashore, 
partly discharged her cargo and gotafioat. Her 
cargo has been restowed. Her upper works 
were damaged. 

The British ship Vellore, from Balasore and 
Colombo, and the Normandy went ashore, but 
were floated in a slightly-damaged condition. 

The British bark Oaklands, from Buenos 
Ayres, had her port quarter stove in a collision. 

The British ship Queen of Scots had 1,200 
tons of inward cargo aboard when she was 
carried on the reef. Sheis now discharging as 
rapidly as possible. She lies in seven feet of 
water. 

The British brig Rio Loge, from Fremantle, 
had her bulwarks, stanchions, and stern dam- 
aged. 

The British ship Sierra Parima, from Penarth, 
has her bulwarks damaged. Sheis tight and 
will probably iloat. 

The British bark William Wilson has been 
floated. Her ballast tank is leaky and her spars 
are damaged. 

The British steamer Amaranth is still ashore, 
but she will probably float. 

The French bark Alsace and Lorraine, from 
Calcutta, is a total wreck. She was bound for 
Demerara. 

The British steamer Gladiator will probably 
float. Several of her plates are bent and her 
frame is broken. 

The British ship Eurydice, from Chittagong, 
also on the reef, is not leaking, Her bulwarks 
aredamaged. She is discharging rapidly. 

The British bark John Davie, from Calcutta, 
is ashore and leaky. 

The American bark Isaac L. Skolfield, from 
Chittagong, is hard and faston the rocks. There 
are but faint prospects of her ever getting into 
deep water again. 

The British ship Leander was cut nearly to 
the water’s qdge in acollision. Her port quar- 
ter was stove and her frames broken. 

The British bark Greyhound, from Table Bay; 
the British brig Osburgha, from Bombay; the 
German schooner Paula andthe Dutch bark 
Prinses Wilhelmina, from Chittagong, are dam- 
aged about their upper works. 

The British bark William Wilson during the 
height of the storm broke from her cables and 
came in collision with another vessel that was 
also adrift. Her bulwarks were carried away, 
her mainmast was sprung, and she sustained 
further and extensive damage. 

The Albion, a British steamer from Bombay, 
had steam up when the hurricane burst, and at- 
tempted to ride to her anchor with the assist- 
ance of her engines. The gale blew with such 
frightful violence that, even with the aid of 
steam, the situation became extremely danger- 
ous from the pitching of the steamer, that 
threatened at every moment to break her 
chains. The cables were therefore buoyed and 
slipped and the steamer was headed for the 
open sea. She returned after the gale had sub- 
sided, with no further damage than the loss of 
her mainmast. 

The Lord Mayor of London will at once open 
a fund for the benefit of the islanders. 

Mauritius, which includes the small depend- 
encies of the Seychelles, Rodrigues, and several 
other small island groups, contains about 713 
square miles, and its population is about 360,- 
000, an average of about 505 to the squam mile. 
Of the total population abgut 249,000 are

A STORM-SWEPT ISLAND. 


MAURITIUS HAS ALWAYS BEEN A SUF- 
FERER FROM HURRICANES, 


The hurricane that swept over the Island of 
Mauritius on April 29, razing giant trees and 
houses as if they were made of cards and leay- 
ing in its wake an appalling list of dead, not to 


speak of loss of pro y, Was by no means the 
feet of each visitations in’ the history of the 
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union and 500 wiles east of the great Island of 
Madagascar, Mauritius lies in the very cradle of 
seamen storms and, in common with the neignh- 
boring islands, has from the date of its discov- 
ery Py, the Portuguese explorer Mase ‘enhas, 
in 1505, been noted as being a specia) sufferor 
from se storms. 

In 1773 the Catholic Church and 300 houses 
in Port Louis were leveled by a hurricane, 
while the sea rose forty-tive feet on the oppo- 
site side of the island. March, 1818, and Feb- 
ruary, 1824, were also months fraught with 
much disaster to the colony. In March, 1868, @ 
terrific cyclone, lasting two days, struck the 
hapless town of Port Louis, destroying 3,000 
houses and over 20,000 huts of the laboring 
classes. Besides the enormous extent of dam- 
age done to property and plantations, eighty- 
nine persons were killed. 

The island, which is of volcanic origin, being 
composed of basalt and grayish lava. is of great 
beauty. In sha it 1s arough ellipse witha 
total area of 708 square miles. Its greatest 
length is 36 miles, and its greatest breadth 23 
miles. Surrounded almost entirely by coral 
reefs, it is approachable only by eleven chan- 
nels, which lead to very fair harborage. The 
island is intersected by three chains of hills 
varying in height from 1,800 to 2,800 feet, the 
highest peaks being the Piton of the Riviére 
Noire. 2,982 feet. 

Tue capital, Port Louia, is on the northwest- 
ern side of the island, at the head of an inlet a 
mile long, which makes an excellent barbor. 
This harbor, which possesses three graving 
docks, is protected by two forts and a citadel in 
the city. Port Louis, with its population of 
over 70,000, is exceedingly unpleasant to live 
in. The drainage is abominable. The city lies 
in the cup formed by the flanks of two very cu- 
riously shaped hills—Le Pouce, 2,707 feet, so 
called from its resemblance to a thumb, and 
Peter Botte, an obelisk of bare stone rising per- 
pendioularly into the air 2,676 feet, supporting 
ua block of basalt which is larger than the point 
on which it rests, and Which seems to stand asa 
perpetual defiance of the laws of equilibrium. 
These two peaks, without sheltering the town 
from the storms that so often play havoc with 
it, shutitout from the cooling land breezes 
which would be its salvation from a sanitary 
point of view. 

The residential part of the island isin the cool 
uplands, to which access is rendered easy b 
very fair roads and the recently-constructed rail- 
foads, of which there are ecighty-seven miles in 
working order. Theislandis densely populated, 
a census taken in the eighties reporting the pop- 
ulation as being over 360,000, two-thirds of the 
inhabitants being Hindn coolies. 

Besides bearing the brunt of the tremendons 
storms oF those regions, Mauritius is an island 
peculiarly subject to severe epidemics. In 1850 
Asiatic fever carried off 17,000 persons, and 
seventeen yoars later an especially virulent 
form of malarial fever devastated the island for 
several weeks, leaving a death roll of 30,000 
persous.

HOOD OF BROOKLYN 


SUICIDE IN SCOTLAND. 


LONDON, May 20.—James 8. Hood. a resident 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., threw himself in front of a 
train near Paisley to-day. 

He was instantly killed. 

Hood, who was employed as a clerk in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., by the Anchor Line Steamship Com- 
pany, spent last evening with his brother, sis- 
ter-in-law, and niece, who reside in Glasgow, 
and all had a very pleasant time. After bidding 
his friends good-bye he started for Greenock to 
visit his brother, boarding a train bound for 
that place. He was talking quictly with a 
fellow-passenger during the journey, when, just 
as the train had passed Paisley, and was run- 
ning at full speed, Hood suddenly sprang to his 
feet and, with a quick bound, jumped through 
one of the windows of the car. A switchman 
subsequently found him lying on the track. He 
was in a dazed condition, but seemed to hava 
been only alightly injured by his terrible jump. 

The switchman assisted him to his feet and 
was helping him along toward the station 
when afreighttrain hove in sight. Instantly 
Hood broke from the grasp of the switchman 
and started to meet the approaching cars. The 
switchman at once divined his suicidal inten- 
tion and caught up with him and attempted to 
drag him away from the track. 

Hood seemed thoroughly determined to end 
his life, however, and fought savagely to release 
himself. A desperate struggle ensued between 
the two men, when Hood, by a strong effort, 
suddenly wrenched himself from the arms of 
the switchman, and, dashing in front of the 
train, which had justat that moment reached 
the spot, was dragged under the cars and ter- 
ribly mangled. 

The man’s relatives were notified of his death. 
No reason has been assigned for the suicide. 


James 8. Hood lived at 327 Fifteenth Street, 
South Brooklyn. He had been suffering from 
nervous prostration, and went to Scotland for 
hts health last April. He had two brothers livy- 
ing in Glasgow, but no relative in Greenock. 
He leaves a wife and three children, the young- 
est about fifteen months old. He was about 
thirty-five years of age.

MONETARY CONFERENCE, 


BELGIUM WILL NOT BE BOUND BY 
MEASURES ADOPTED. 


BRUSSELS, May 20.—In the Chamber of Rep- 
resentatives to-day a Deputy asked for particu- 
lars concerning the coming international mone- 
tary conference, and advised the Government 
to advocate monometalism and a gold standard. 

M. Beernaert, President of the Council and 
Minister of Finance, said that Belgium, as well 
as Great Britain and France, had accepted the 
invitation to take part in the conference. 

Speeches were made by a number of the Dep- 
uties, in which they urged the Government not 
to take the initiative in presenting the question 
of bimetalism. 

In reply to these speeches, M. Beernaert said 
that the delegates who would take part in the 
proceedings would not be bound by the views 
adopted by the conference in regard to the mat- 
tera under discussion. 

LONDON, May 21.—The Standard’s Vienna cor- 
respondent says: 


“The invitation to the International Silver 
Conference has embarrassed the Finance Min- 
isters of Austria and Hungary because it 
strengthens the opponents of the currency re- 
form. Austria will follow Germany, but is dis- 
inclined to enter the conference. 

“There is a belief here thatthe continuous 
fallin silver is aclever device of the American 
silver kings to force the price so low that the 
Indian difticulty will compel England to co-op- 
erate with America to rehabilitate silver, and 
then to let the price rise high enough to com- 
pensate speculators. Mr. Goschen’s acceptance 
of the invitation is regarded as the trump card 
of the American kings.”

AUSTRIAN CURRENCY MATTERS.

A LETTER BY GEN. U.S. GRANT 


HE DID NOT AT ALL LIKE THE 
THIRD-TERM IDEA. 


HI3 VIEWS CONFIDENTIALLY EX- 


PRESSED TO ROSCOE CONKLING— 
THE QUARREL BETWEEN CONKLING 
AND BLAINE—SUGGESTIONS THAT 
WERE NOT ACTED ON. 


CoLuMBus, Ohio, May 20.—The Evening Dis- 
patch makes public for tho first time a most im- 
portant letter written by Gen. Grant to Senator 
Conkling, his personal and political friend, in 
regard to his candidacy for a third term. 

The letter bears evidence of its genuineness 
upon itsface. The full textof the letter is as 
follows: 

( Confidential.) 
NEW- YORK, May 2, 1880. 
My Dear Mr. Conkling: 

I am in receipt of your last letter, and have very 
considerately weighed the matter in all its bearings. 
The tribute you pay my services to the country I ap- 
preciate, but at the same time I fear you overesti- 
mate my services and underestimate the indulgence 
of our country. 

There have been exigencies that warranted a sec- 
ond term, but I do not believe that the best inter- 
ests of the country’s good ever demanded a third 
term, or ever will. I had my doubts even as tothe 
advisability of a second term, and you know that I 
part su oxpressed Myself to you im our confidential 

alks. 

This is a big country, full of brainy and ambitious 
men who can serve the country eminently well ase 
its President, and I sincerely question the policy of 
thwarting their noble ambition. In a republic cos- 
mopolitan like ours a man’s fame is too frequently 
dependent upon the status of public sentiment. 
Fame iu this country ebbs and tiows. ‘l'o-day you are 
the peer; to-morrow you may be submerged beneath 
the wave of adverse sentiment. 

This is another reason why the noble ambition to 
be President shouid not be restricted to one man. 
feel that our country has amply repaid me for all my 
services by the honors it has bestuwed upon me, and 
I feel that to be a candidate, or accept the nomina 
tion for a third term, would be ingratitude, and 
would eventually affect me with the people who have 
loved me and whom I love. 

1 am still of theopinion that I should speak te 
the country, that I should break the silence in a 
letter declining emphatically to accept a nomination 
tor a third term. I appreciate your etfurts, your 
friendship and loyalty, but I fear that your zealous- 
ness for me is an error, not of heart, but of mind. 

Knowing that with all your nobleness you havea 
highly sensitive nature, and knowing your antipathy 
to the Maine statesman, I have always refrained 
from speaking of hii tu you, but I pow feel that [ 
should speak on that matter, and plainly. 

This estrangement between you two, unless 
checked, must prove a mutual disadvantage. It will 
hurt Mr. Conkling, it will hurt Mr. Blame. It will be 
a stumbling block in the way of the ambitions of 
both. I believe that could the differences existing 
be amicably adjusted the nomination this year would 
go toone, leaving the honor four years hence more 
than @ probability for the other. 

It is not only necessary for the good of each that 
an amicable adjustment be reached, but for the good 
of the party, and, more, for the good of the country. 

I fear that the presentation of my name at the 
convention would not only assist in the defeat of Mr. 
Blaine, bit seriously aifect your future, besides 
warping my career. Even should I be nominated, it 
could only come after a apirited contest, in which 
much bitterness would beinjected. And then I doubt 
if I could be elected, as I seriously doubt whether 
any man can ever again be elected, even for a second 
term, unless, perchance, there should arise some 
extraordinary emergency, which now appears im- 
probable, even in the dim future. 

{ am aware that this matter has gone on to an 
extent where an announcement from me re 
fasing to accept would be looked upon by 
some as cowardice, but woula it not be 
far better to be considered a coward than 
@ usurper! Ialso appreciate your position. As you 
say: “The final and supreme etfort of your life for 
supremacy.” Yet, in theface of all, I still believe 
that my name should not be presented, and, further, 
I believe that your ones about the effectan an- 
nouncement from me would have on your future is 
an error. 

I. trust you will consider gravely and carefully 
my wishes. I am generous enough to suffer myself 
rather than to have my friends suffer, if [ am con- 
vinced than any act of mive ‘vould cause them to 
suer. 

Awaiting your reply before acting, I remain, 
sincerely your friend, U. 8S.

Winter weather atill continues at the race track, 
and why any one possessed of a grain of common 
sense should go there when he can play the races 
im the rooms in the oity is a mystery that is well-nigh 
unsolvable.

THE CRIMSON WINS'AT TRACK 
AND FIELD ATHLETICS. 


THIS 18 THE SECOND TIME HARVARD 
HAS BEEN VICTORIOUS IN THE 
OLOSED GAMES WITH -YALE—THE 
SCORE Was 61 To 51. 


NEW-HAVEN, May 20.—For the a tive 
time since the formation of the Intercollegiate 
Track Athletic Cup Association Yale has been de- 
feated by Harvard. The annual meeting took place 
at Yale Field this afternoon in the presence of 2,000 
spectators, and was hotly contested until the final 
event, the high jump, took place.

SCHOOL CHILDREN LEARN SOME DE- 
FECTS OF BROQKLYN’S GOVERNMENT. 


For the fifth Friday All Souls’ Churoh in 
Brooklyn was crowded yesterday afternoon 
with school children who have been attending 
the historical course of lectures upen Brooklyn, 
past and present. 

The lecture was upon “ The Government of 
Brooklyn,” by Herbert F. Guanison of tne 
Brooklyn Zagle. It was the last lecture of the 
series. 

Before begiuning his lecture, Mr. Gunnison 
called the attention of his hearers t a pam- 
phiet that had been handed around the audi- 
ence. It was an abstract of the lecture, and 
showed the officers of the city and of Kings 
County, by whom appointed, their salaries, and 
the length of each term of office. 

The —— history of pang | . he said, 
begins with © year 1834, when the city was 
incorporated. He traced the history of the 
changes in its government trom that time till 
now, and spoke of the hesitation that the peo- 
ple have always shown in pecins authority in 
the hands of one person, and the confusion that 
resulted from it and the consequent Inability of 
the people to place the responsibility for mis- 
government. 

He told howin 1880 ex-Mayor Frederick A. 
Schroeder, as State Senator, secured the passage 
of the present charter, by the terms of which 
the triple heads of departments were abolished 
and contract given to a single official, with 
power to appoint subordinates, 

In closing the speaker said: 

‘“‘There are two changes that are held to be 
desirable in the government of Brooklyn. One 
is to further curtail the Legislature in its inter- 
ference in affairs of oities, and the other is 
to change the time of holding municipal elec- 
tions. ‘ 

“Now they come at the time of the general 
elections, and State and national issues more or 
less affect local elections. Were they held apart 
from all other elections, party strife would not 
be so severe and our home issues would be con- 
sidered purely on their merits.” 

The Rev. John Coleman Adams, the rector of 
the church, then stated the conditions under 
‘which the essays on the series of lectures, for a 
prize, must be written. They must contain be- 
tween 3,000 and 3,500 words. The subject is: 
“The Story of Brooklyn, from Hendrik Hudson 
to Mayor Boody.” The essays must be finished 
before July 1. There will be a first prize of $20, 
and, if the committee deem it advisable, a seo- 
ond prize. 

He said that next year the course would in 
all probability be continued, and the lectures 
then would probably be upon the early history 
of New-York. 

The announcement of the winner of the prize 
will be made the first Friday in September.

COMPLAINT BY FLOUR MEN. 


MILWAUKEE ROAD CHARGED 
‘WITH VIOLATING THE LAW. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 20.—A suit which will be 
watched with great interest by shippers all over the 
country was begun here this afternoon in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railway Company by the 
Fillsbury-Washburn Flour Mills Company of 
Minneapolis. It was in the form of a 


petition for mandamus, which recites that the rail- 
road company receives freight for shipment to the 
East for other concerns and permits numerous com- 
panies to use special cars for that purpose, and in- 
Stanoes the case of oil cars, coal cars, beef cars, and 
stock cars. 

It is asserted that the petitioners have been put 
to much loss and inconvenience 1p using ordinary 
cars to ship tlour, and often have it damaged by filthy 
cars, besides being required to have the cara re- 
loaded and the bul broken en route. To 
obviate these difliculties, and especialiy that 
of taintin the flour, the petitioners leased 
a number of cars, and asked the railroad company to 
take the cars and ship them by = of Chicago 
to New-York. Since the troubie with the Eaat- 
ern roads they have refused to acoept unbroken 
bulk freight from the defendant for transmission 
east of Chicago. It is asserted that Eastern roads do 
not refuse to take cars from other concerns and 
transport the freight without break of bulk. 

The petitioners leased a number of cars and loaded 
them with 200 barrels each of tiour. They then pre- 
sonted way bills thereof, and tendered the freight in 
gold to the Milwaukee company, but it refused to ac. 
cept the money or to haul theocars. It is asserted 
that this refusal is in violation of the duties and obil- 
gations of common Carriers.

CASH IN LIEU OF WEDLOCK. 


MISS JACOBS WANTS MONEY—SAYS MR, 
SIRE PROMISED MARRIAGE. 


There wili probably be some remarkable testi- 
mony in the breach of promise suit instituted by 
Miss Esther Jacobs against Henry B. Sire, 
which came up yesterday morning before Judge 
Gildersleeve in Part L of the Superior Court. 
Albert I. Sire, the defendant’s brother, is his 
counsel, and John Lindley and Charles W. 
Brooke appeared for the plaintiff. 

Miss Jacobs, who is about twenty-five yeara 
of age, is one of six daughters who live with 
their parents at 122 West Ninoety-eighth Street. 
In her affidavit she asserts that she is a well- 
known concert singer, “ having sung in con- 


junction with Mme. Nillsson before the Prince 
- Wales.”” This the defendant's counsel de- 
nies. 

In the midst of her artistic successes, Miss 
Jacobs’s affidavit goes on, she met Mr. Sire in 
1888 at a charity fair. She says he fell violently 
in love with her, lavished expensive presents 
upon her, and at the end of six months obtained 
from her a promise to marry him. 

The basis of Miss Jacobs’s complaint lies in 
the fact that Mr. Sire, by objecting to her sing- 
ing in public, forced. her to give up many im- 
portant contracts and the ability to earn money 
for the support of herself and family. Bicker- 
ings on this subject arose, and resulted in 
the breaking of the engagement. For the sac- 
rifice through Mr. Sire of large sums of money 
from singing contracts Miss Jacobs sues for 
$50,000. 

The defendant emphatically denies ever hav- 
ing offered to marry Miss Jacobs, declaring that 
he had intimate relations with her for three 
years, and that during that time he had spent 
$40,000 in supporting the entire Jacobs family, 
including the father, in sumptuous town apart- 
ments, expensive Summer hotels, and so on. 
His counsel said last night that he would bring 
out the fact that the immediate reason for the 
instigation of the suit was the refusal of Mr. 
Sire to comply with a peremptory demand by 
the girl's father for $500, which demand he ac- 
companied by the threat that, unless it were 
complied with, he would bring the suit. 

Perhaps the strongest witness for the defense 
will be Louis Spero of a tailoring firm which 
has establishments on Broadway and Nassau 
Street. This gentleman developed as a witness 
quite unexpectedly. Not until the suit had 
been announced did he call upon Albert Sire 
and unfold to that gentleman a tale of the inno- 
cent confidence of the Jacobs family, which 
made the lawyer's eyes dance. 

Mr. Spero, who owns, with his brothers, sev- 
eral fast horses, became acquainted with Miss 
Tillie, one of the Jacobs sisters, some months 
ago. He was ordinarily attentive to her, he 
says, and took ber out driving several times. 
Two Sundays ago the young couple went out 
for a long drive through Central Park. 

On thelr return, according to Mr. Spero, he 
was amazed to see the whole family assembled 
in the front hall. Each one of them rushed up 
to him, and, seizing him each one in . turn, be- 
gan @ cannonade of congratulations. Mr. Spero 
did not know what to make of it, and after he 
had been released by the last member of the 
family he inquired the meaning of the extraor- 
dinary demonstration. 

Mr. Jacobs blandly informed him that, as he, 
Mr. Spero, was to become a member of the fam- 
ily. the family considered it its duty to display 
some little token of affection. Whereat Mr. 
Spero said something regarding unnecessary 
enthusiasm, which, belng received badly by the 
father of the six daughters, the deponent incon- 
tinently withdrew. 

Counsel for the plaintiff rely for their strong 
point upon a series of letters written by the de- 
fendant, which, they assert, will eclipse for 
caressing features the famous *‘ Baby Bunting” 
letters of the Arbuckle breach-of-promise case. 

In court yesterday plaintitf’s counsel asked 
for a postponement, and the case was set down 
for a hearing on Monday morning. 





TRAIN ROBBER PERRY IN

HE PLEADED GUILTY AND WAS SEN- 
TENCED TO A LONG TERM. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 20.—Oliver Curtis 
Perry, the Lyons train robber, pleaded guilty 
to five counts on fourindictments against him 
at Lyons yesterday afternoon. Judge William

Prison. Perry was brought in for sentence 
heavily shackled and closely guarded. 

Lyons, N. Y., May 20.—Oliver Curtis Perry, 
the train robber, was taken to Auburn this morn- 
ing on the Lehigh Valley Road. He was taken 
from the jail in the omnibus to the station, se- 
curely chained to Isaac Reynolds, the keepea 
furnished by the American Express Company, 
and behind him were Sheriff Thornton and Dep- 
uties Trowbridge and Jeifers. 

When asked whether he did not think that it 
was hard for a young man like himself to be 
sonfined for such a long term, he said: 

“Well, you aiu’t the one that has got to do the 
act, are you?” 

Perry wore the diamond ring upon the third 
gol of his right hand which had been returned 
to him by Deputy Collins. 

All along the streets the people rushed, fol 

lowing the vehicle until the train was reached, 
where the crowd was fully 2,000. The railroad 
hands all crowded around to catch a glimpse of 
the daring desperado. 
AUBURN, N. Y., May 20.—Perry and party ar- 
rived in this tity at 12:55 by the New-York 
Central. It was 2:07 when the party entered 
the prison. Perry was met by his father and 
stepmother, beth of whom he kissed, but was 
hustled away by a guard at the direction of 
Agent and Warden Durston. He was taken to 
the barber’s shop immediately, clipped, and 
clothed in stripes, and, after answering the 
usual questions before the clerk, was taken 
away to his cell.

GAME FISH COMING SOON 


AND LOCAL FISHERMEN WILL BE 
READY FOR THEM. 


PRACTICING NOW ON STRIPED BASS, SEA 
BASS, AND BLACKFISH—TROUT IN 
THE BEAVERKILL REGION—GOOD 
CATCHES IN THE ADIRONDACKS. 


Fishermen who are accustomed to look for 
tneir sport in the salt water near the city are 
finding quite a number of striped bass. Al- 
though not so many are secured as during the 
first run of bass in the Hudson three weeks ago, 
enough are caught to give encouragement and 
cause a goodly number of anglers to go out for 
them. 

The best fishing is up near Sing Sing at thé 
mouth of the Croton River, where three-pound 
bass have been quite abundant and have fur- 
nished much sport within the last three weeks. 
Sandworms are found to be the best bait. Fewer 
fish are caught in the Spuyten Duyvil re- 
gion. In Hell Gate little has been done, and at 
the resorts in the upper bay few have been 
caught, The bass for the markets are still sent 
up from the mouth of the Chesapeake. and along 
the coast. 

Hundreds of fishermen are daily working for 
flounders and blackfish, and for the most part 


are meeting with success. City Island and 
Jamaica Bay are the favorite resorts. In the 
latter fluke are beginning to run, and floating 
over the channels with a long line ¢ut, the hook 
being baited with a killie, is now in order. The 
flounders have been very abundant in the bay. 
Bea bass and blacktish are also furnishing con- 
siderable sport. 

Game fish have not as yet arrived off Sand 
Hook. Fishing smacks are bringing in bluefis 
from the South Jersey coast, and they may be 
expected in this section any day now. 

‘here has been some pretty lively fishing dur- 
ing the week from the decks of the Fishing 
Banks steamers. The sea bass ran in earlier 
than usual and readily took the bait thrown to 
them. It made little difference what it was— 
worms, clams, and menhaden all being wel- 
come. On one or two trips every basket was 
filled, and the decks were covered with them. 

Sea bass are not considered a game fish, but 
they make quite a tug on the line, and, running 
well in size, provide considerable sport. They 
are beginning to run in the bays and rivers 
about the city, and for the remainder of the 
Summer will be a staple article for the local 
fishermen. Flounders, blaekfish, and sea bass 
are standbys. They remain all Summer, and 
are almost always ready to bite. 

The best places for sea bass are around old 
wreoks or on rocky, beds. Tide does not affect 
them much, and they bite about as well upon 
the flood as upon the ebb. 

Anglers—and there are not a few of them— 
who are up in the Beaverkill region send word 
to their piscatorial friends in the city,that their 
puccess has been excellent. Until the recent 
rain the fish were biting freely, and the brooks 
and rivers seemed well filled with the handsomo 
and gamy epecies. The average in size has 
been excellent and the occasional pounders that 
are usually found have been quite frequent. 

Of course the rainstorm interfered with the 
angling a little. It was a bit toocold a storm to 
make fishing in the rain pleasant, and also too 
pold to make the trout jump so rapidJy and 
ferociously ata fiy as is usually the case when 
the rain is falling .at this season of the year. 
With warm weather when the streams are fall- 
ing, most excellent fishing ought to be had. 

The trout are taking the fly, but the bait fish- 
pre claim to have the best ofitsofar. Itis not 
easy to get at the true fact as regards the pref- 
erence of the troutfor fiy or worm. When a 
company of anglers sits down to supper at the 
boarding house after a day’s fishing there is in- 
variably a discussion as to the results of the 
day. The various catches of the day have been 
examined. The man with the biggest catoh is 
looked up to, and bis views on the state of the 
streams, the biting moods of the fish, and the 
lines that proved the most taking are sought. 
His opinion always carries weight. 

Unfortunately, many erroneous views are 
given at such times. There is always more or 
less of rivalry among fishermen. If the luck 
has been with flies, the expert usually says that 
the tish are hankering for the worm. If the 
worm has stood him in good stead he will likely 
be an earnest advocate of the fiy. Thereforé, 
the wise angler will listen carefully to all the 
ideas offered and then play his own cards. He 
will try bait and he will try files, and hie basket 
will be as full as his neighbor's when the next 
supper hour comes around. 

Inthe Adirondacks the fishing for trout is 
much better, and some nice catohes are report- 
ed by the localanglers. There have not been 
many parties from a distance to try the ocele- 
brated waters as yet. 

They have commenced to take trout in the 
Rangeley Lakes. When the angling parties first 
arrived upon the dispatohes of guides that the 
ice had gone out of the lakes, there was no fish- 
ing to speak of, but with a few days of good 
weather the trout began to run, and on Tuesday 
some fine ones were secured, including five and 
six pounders. 

There is arush of fishermen to the lakes this 
Spring from New-England cities. 

The ice has gone out of the Canadian lakes 
and streams and the fishing season fairly 
opened. Even Lake St. John is olear. 

The annual convention of the New-York State 
Association for the Protection of Fish and 
Game will be held in Syracuse on Monday even- 
ing, June 13. At this meeting steps will be 
taken toward inoreasing the scope and influence 
of the association. The committee on this sub- 
ject invites suggestions from gun clubs and pro- 
tective associations. The committee consists 
of PB. J. Amsden, D. H. Bruce, R. B. Lawrence, 
C. B. Reynolds, and J. 8. Van Cleef. 

Forestry is a subject that will also receive 
consideration. A large attendance of delegates 
from various local societies ie expected.

The Republican Senate has made very 
little capital out of the extravagance of 
the Democratic House in passing a plethoric 
River and Harbor bill. It refrained from 
swelling the measure to larger proportions, 
but its utmost effort resulted in reducing 
its volume by only $50,000, and with that 
modest retrenchment it goes to a confer- 
The River and Harbor 
bill is never; in point of fact, a party 
measure. It is the product of logrolling 
in which members of both parties take 
part, and its composition and its passage 
are alike a matter of give and take. 
Nevertheless, the Democratic House can- 
not escape the primary responsibility 
for this year’s extravagance in thismatter. 
The bill originated in that body, and was 
reported by its Committee on Appropria- 
tions. The Democrats had made lond pro- 
fessions of economy, and they had the 
power to cut this bill down to moderate 
proportions, and they failed todo it. The 
plea that former legislation made large 
appropriations necessary did not apply in 
this case, and the opportunity was afford- 
ed of displaying a spirit of judicious econ- 
omy. The opportunity was not used, 
while a weapon was put in the hands of 
the party’s opponents of which they will 
make the utmost use.

Yesterday the Governor signed the Ad- 
jirondack Park bill, which provides for the 
sale of some of the outlying lands of the 
forest preserve and the purchase with the 
proceeds of other lands more essential to 
the completeness and symmetry of the do- 
main. The measure isa good one so far as 
it goes, but it does not make sufficient pro- 
vision for the acquisition of territory that 
ought to, belong to the State Park. The 
Governor gives as one of the reasons 
for preserving the forest lands that 
the destruction of the woods would 
cripple commerce by depriving the Erie 
Canal of a part of its water sup- 
ply. That is a sound reason, but the 
Erie Canal is already in a crippled con- 
Jition, and its greatest need is an increase 
of its capacity. A few days ago the Gov- 
ernor vetoed the bill providing for a con- 
tinuance of its improvement, which has 
bad a very discouraging effect upon the 
commerce of the canal. To-day the thirty 
days’ task of disposing of the bills left un- 
signed when the Legislature adjourned 
must be completed.

Much has been said of the extravagances 
contemplated by the Fifty-second Congress 
in appropriations for Government build- 
ings; but it has really thus far completed 





There have been measures enough intro- 
duced on the subject. There are bills to 
erect public edifices in such centres as 
Anoka and Fergus Falls and Huntington 
and Baker and Brockton and Muncie and 
Rapid and Ow6sso and Grand Forks. ‘There 
are four-hundred-thousand-dollar build- 
ings in prospect for the Montana cities of 
Helena and Butte, and two-hundred-and 
fifty-thousand-dollar buildings for such 
places as Hastings and Minnehaha Falls. 
But it is noticeable that, while more or 
less work has been done upon these billsin 
one house or the other, and while the 
“pork barrel” has brought forth many 
morsels, few if any of the measures have 
actually become laws. There is plenty of 
opportunity yet, therefore, for the present 
Congress to nake a record for,moderation 
and frugality in this respect, 
swe 

The American Judge is the most patient 
creature extant. It is his custom to let 
lawyers take all manner of liberties with 
him, and to sit like patience on & monu- 
ment, or, to use amore modern and collo- 
quial expression, “ likea stoughten-bottle,”’ 
while they protract judicial proceedings to 
an interminable extent. But even the 
trampled judicial worm will turn. Re- 
corder SMYTH on Thursday delivered a vig- 
orous and merited allocution to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office on its inefficiency, 
and he was followed yesterday by 
a pathetic protest from Judge LAWRENCE 
upon the effusion of eloquence in his court. 
Doubtless this was equally deserved; at 
any rate it ought to attract sympathy as 
the groan of a sorely-burdened spirit. We 
may hope that it will be followed by the 
manifestations of other Judges of a dispo- 
sition to expedite the business of their 
several courts rather than to content 
themselves with sitting helpless to answer 
such questions as may be left to them, and 
to give the unsuccessful side the benefit of 
exceptions. That will be a great gain for 


the administration of justice. 
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The Magazine Gun Board is now making 
one more and a final effort to find a repeat- 
ing rifle which comes up to its notions of 
what this country has a right to expect. 
At its former sessions it tested various sys- 
tems, some of them being so far approved 
as to be regularly adopted in the service of 
other nations. The German, the Danish, 
the Austrian, the British, the Belgian, the 
Swiss, and the Japanese were among the 
weapons thus tried, and yet the conclusion 
thus far has been that none of these could 
judiciously replace a Springfield single 
loader of the new .30 bore, which has been 
decided on as the future calibre in any 
case. But there is stilla “last call” for 
magazine guns, to end May 31, and also 
for smokeless powders, for even the Belgi- 
an Wetteren, with which the experiments 
have been conducted, is not wholly satis- 
factory. It is encouraging to hear that 
several guns of American invention will 
be tried at this final set of tests, and also 
that some very promising American pow- 
ders are to be examined. It would be a 
fortunate outcome of the prolonged inves- 
tigations if at last a suitable American gun, 
with American powder, should be obtained. 


THE POLITICIANS AND THE PEOPLE 

It is a familiar observation that the worst 
place in the country for judging of popu- 
lar feeling and of the tendency of public 
sentiment in either political party is the 
City of Washington, and yet it is from 
there that the greatest.number of judg- 
ments come. The fact is that the pulsa- 
tions of the people are little felt at the 
capital, while the politicians who con- 
gregate there create an atmosphere of 
their own which obscures their view 
of the political situation. The polti- 
cians and the people are very apt to 
be at odds, for the reason that the peo- 
ple as a whole are seeking only for the pro- 
motion of their own well-being through the 
adoption of sound policies and good meth- 
ods of government, as they conceive them, 


while the politicians are in pursuit of self- | 


ish ends of theirown. Men who are active 
in politics as party leaders are as a rule 
holding public office and desirous of re- 
taining it, or they are hoping to hold 
ofiice hereafter. No doubt they de- 
sire that the principles of their party 
shall prevail in legislation and in ad- 
ministration, but they desire to iden- 
tify their own personal success with the 
success of their party. They are anxious 
to have party action directed in the way 
most favorable to their own promotion in 
official and political life. The candidates 
whom they individually prefer for high of- 
fice are those who are most likely to rec- 
ognize their merits according to their own 
estimate of them and to accept their ad- 
vice and yield to their influence. The peo- 
ple of the country at large base their 
preference upon altogether different con- 
siderations. 

There is no fact plainer in the present 
political situation than the almost uni- 
versal desire of the mass of the Democratic 
Party for the nomination of ex-President 
CLEVELAND for the office which he has 
held for one term with so much credit to 
himself and so much benefit to the country. 
So far asthere is opposition to him it is 
the opposition of politicians who do not 
like his lofty views of public duty and 
his sturdy independence. Nowhere, ex- 
cept in the Farmers’ Alliance of the 
South, which is composed mainly of 
Democrats and which is subject to a finan- 
cial delusion with which Mr. CLEVELAND 
has no sympathy, is there any sign of an 
opposition whieh can be said to have its 
source among the people. With the Al- 
liance people it is wholly due to Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s healthy financial views, 
which are one source of the confidence he 
commands among those who are not de- 
luded with the idea that a flooding of the 
currency with depreciated silver or with 
practically irredeemable paper would 
create prosperity instead of disaster. 
Here and there, as in Georgia, Cali- 
fornia, and Virginia, a show of op- 
position to CLEVELAND has been la- 
boriously worked up by politicians, who 
are wont to use all the power and influence 
they oan command to control caucuses and 
conventions. Many of the people, who 
have no personal ends to gain in politics, 


| mefrain from taking part in the primacy 





proceedings of the parties, but the poli- 
ticians, inspired by self-interest, make 
every exertion to secure all the votes they 
can influence or command in caucuses, and 
work directly upon delegates after they 
have been chosen. Those who have vent- 
ured to oppose CLEVELAND’s nomination 
have been overwhelmed in nearly all the 
States in which conventions have been 
held, and it is plain that the people are de- 
termined to do the nominating this year. 
In the Republican Party the situation is 
different. There is still among the mass of 
the party a strong sentiment, amounting 
almost to infatuation, in favor of BLAINE 
for President, though it is certain that 
this sentiment is not so strong as it has 
been in years past. But BLAINE is out 
of the question, and so far as there 
is a contest in the party it is between 
politicians on both sides, and the people 
are taking only a languid interest in 
it. The candidacy of Mr. Harrison for 
@ renomination is supported mainly by 
politicians in office and politicians desiring 
office or desiring influence in the adminis- 
tration of the Government from personal 
motives, and itis opposed by other politi- 
cians who think they would have greater 
opportunities and more influence with 
somebody else in the office of President. 
While there is no sign of astrong popular 
demand for HaRRISON’s renomination, there 
is still less sign of a strong popular op- 
jection to it. The Republican masses 
are fairly satisfied with the President 
and willing to support him for re- 
election as the party candidate. It is only 
in the Democratic Party that there is a 
really powerful demonstration of popular 
preference. Most of the politicians, and all 
those of the better class, are evidently 
ready to fallin with the popular demand, 
but, sofaras there is any antagonism at 
all, it comes from politicians, and from 
them alone. The selfish ambition of one of 
their own number has furnished the only 
rallying point for this antagonism, and 
that has already given way before the cur- 
rent of popular sentiment. It is certain 


‘that a nomination that comes from the 


people is one which the people will support 
and the safest for any party to make. 











MORE SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 

In the liberal provision made by the Sen- 
ate for the increase of the navy there is 
no item which fails to commend itself as 
intrinsically important and, in fact, neces- 
sary to the current plan of naval develop- 
ment. To the armored cruiser both houses 
have agreed, so that it requires no further 
discussion. The battle ship provided for 
by the Senate is one of nine which the 
House Naval Committee has admitted to 
be ultimately necessary. It could not be 
completed earlier than 1895, and with one 
such vessel authorized at each subsequent 
session, the whole would be ready not soon- 
er than 1903. There is no undue haste in 
such a plan, since naval protection, if 
undertaken at all, should be undertaken 
when the country needs it. The coast- 
defense monitor provided for by the Senate 
is also eminently desirable. It may be sug- 
gested that the proper defense of harbors 
is by land forts, supplemented with sub- 
marines mines. This isno doubt true as a 
general proposition, but there are some 
ports so open, or so broad between head- 
land and headland, that they cannot 
wholly rely on fixed defenses; and there 
are some, also, in which the currents are so 
swift that sub-aquatic torpedoes cannot be 
planted in them. At best, many years will 
be required to manufacture the guns and 
mortars for the new coast batteries; and, 
apart from that fact, the Fortitications 
Board of 1885, whose general plans are 
now gradually followed out, estimated that 
$18,875,000 would be needed for floating 
batteries in certain harbors where, owing 
to the width across the channels or other 
causes, fixed forts would not be sufiicient. 
For San Francisco alone it recommended 
three floating batteries, and two more for 
New-Orleans. No one can doubt the degree 
of security already given to the former port 
by the Monterey, now under construction 
there, while the new coast defender now 
provided for by the Senate, and doubtless 
destined for Atlantic coasts service, would 
be far more effective, and probably the 
best of its class in the world. 

Turning to the unarmored craft proposed 
by the Senate, these consist of four sfnall 
gunboats and half a dozen torpedo boats. 
The cost of all combined would not equal 
that of a single battle ship, so that the 
number involved need excite no apprehen- 
sion on the score of extravagant outlay. 
The gunboats may really be advocated on 
economical grounds, since, as must be 
obvious, a certain number of vessels will 
always be required for station service in 
foreign waters. The old wooden craft 
which used to perform these duties are fast 
dropping out, and if their places can in 
part be supplied by light gunboats, costing 
little to build and inexpensive to maintain, 
since they burn little coal and have 
small complements, there will be so much 
the less need of sending out the big battle 
ships for such duties. The latter can mostly 
be retained in home waters, and often 
during peace laid up in ordinary or put out 
of commission. Besides, the four gunboats 
now provided are intended for river serv- 
ice in South American and Asiatic waters, 
where heavier-draught vessels cannot go. 
Secretary TRACY says that during the riots 
at Ichang not a single foreign vessel could 
reach that place, all drawing too much 
water, so that one of the gunboats now 
proposed “ would immediately prove her- 
self the most useful vesael of any foreign 
power upon that station.” As to the tor- 
pedo boats, if they are ever to be built at 
all, a few should be authorized now. Hith- 
erto we have not possessed the weapous 
with which to arm them, but that lack has 
now been supplied. With Russia possess- 
ing over 150 torpedo boats, Italy 165, Ger- 
many 180, England 199, and France 215, 
we certainly can add half a dozen to our 
present total of three. 

The only question remaining, therefere, 
relates to the amount of money that can 
wisely be devoted to this important public 
service during the coming year. On that 
point we find the record of the long ses- 
sion in the Fifty-firat Congress decidedly 
exceeding what is proposed now. The act 
-of Jane 30, 1890, provided for three great 
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battle ships, which would offset the single 
battle ship, coast-defense monitor, and 
armored cruiser provided forin the pres- 
ent Senate bill. It also authorized Cruiser 
No. 12, which will exceed in cost all the 
unarmored gunboats and torpedo boats 
now proposed by the Senate. And in ad- 
dition it provided for a torpedo cruiser 
and a torpedo boat. But if that Congress 
is not accepted as a proper guide, on 
turning back to the first session of the last 
Democratic House before the present, we find 
eight new warships authorized, including 
an 8,150-ton armored cruiser and a 5,500- 
ton protected cruiser, for which $3,500,000 
and $1,800,000 were respectively allowed; 
two 3,000-ton cruisers, which added 
$2,200,000; three other cruisers of 2,000 
tons each, and the practice vessel Bancroft. 
Here are seven vessels, besides the armored 
cruiser corresponding to the one provided 
by the House this year. As the actual ap- 
propriations for the additional vessels now 
called for by the Senate may mostly be ar- 
ranged to fall upon subsequent sessions, 
provided the vessels are now authorized, 
there should be no difficulty in arriving at 
a suitable agreement. 





SALISBURY AND 
TRADE,” 

The announcement that Parliament is to 
be dissolved om the 20th of next month 
is logically connected with Lord Sa.tis- 
BURY’s speech at Hastings, in which he 
took pretty decided ground against what 
the late Mr. THoMAS CARLYLE described 
as “ourark of the covenant, sacred Free 
Trade itself.” This is a fair description of 
the position which free trade has occupied 
in Great Britain for about half a century, 
certainly ever since the repeal of the Corn 
Laws. British politicians have announced 
themselves as in favor of free trade 
because it was “ logical” and “ scientific,” 
which was rather surprising considering 
how much British politicians, the dear 
things, are devoted to logic and science in 
the abstract. We have seen more than one 
fool-article, if we may use that strong ex- 
pression, in American protectionist news- 
papers, extracting with much solemnity 
portentous morals from Lord SALISBURY’S 
speech, and taking it as a confession that 
free trade, however logical and scientific 
it might be, had been a commercial 
failure. Anybody who will compare the 
commerce and the wealth of Great Britain 
as they were before the repeal of the Corn 
Laws and as they are at the present time, 
must be very much startled at such a 
“confession,” and ata loss to account for 
it, unless he happens to have followed the 
recent course of British politics. In that 
case, it will be entirely plain to him. 

In truth, Lord SaLisBuRyY’s remarks at 
Hastings do not differ at all from Lord 
SALISBURY’s remarks at a dozen other 
places and upon adozen previous occasions, 
except in respect of being more outspoken. 
They are more outspoken simply because 
there is a general election impending, and 
it is desirable to achieve the result which 
in this country would be known as 
“catching the Granger vote.” In Eng- 
land the process would be known as 
appealing to the agricultural interest. In 
point of fact for at least fifteen years the 
agricultural interest has been in a bad 
way, and the beginning of its bad way co- 
incides with the beginning of American 
competition. The farmer of the Northwest 
has at times considered himself to be ina 
bad way, and has expressed his discontent 
in Greenback movements, Farmers’ Al- 
liances, and the like. At the present time 
he isin a very good way by reason of the 
coincidence of a great American harvest 
with a poor European harvest, and ac- 
cordingly he takes very little interest 
in politics. The Southern farmer takes 
much more because, while the cotton crop 
has been unprecedentedly large, the price 
of cotton has been almost unprecedentedly 
low, and therefore the Farmers’ Alliance, 
which has lost all its strength in the 
Northwest, retains its strength in the 
South, where the farmers continue to 
clamor for relief, just as the English farm- 
ers do and have for many years been doing. 
The English farmers do not raise cotton, 
but they do raise breadstuffs, and they 
cannot compete in the raising of bread- 
stuffs with the farmers of the American 
Northwest, where land is cheaper, and 
where the cheapness of land and the econ- 
omy of farming operations far outweigh 
the cost of freight from the Northwest to 
Liverpool or London. The British farmer 
demands protection in the form of a duty, 
equal to his disadvantages, upon American 
breadstuffs. For some years he has en- 
joyed such a protection against American 
breadstuffs embodied in American beef un- 
der preterise of sanitary regulations which 
were in fact prohibitory duties. This does 
not protect him against the influx of Amer- 
ican wheat, which the Privy Council has not 
yet seen its way to denouncing as unfit for 
food. He wants a duty upon this wheat, 
and this desire is common to the whole 
“agricultural interest.” The squirearchy 
is firmly arrayed upon the Tory side, and it 
is the object of the Tory leaders to array 
also the tenant farmer and the agricultural 
laborer, better known as Hodge. The 
British Hodge is strongly of the opin- 
ion that there should be a high duty upon 
American wheat, just as the Alabamian 
and Carolinian Hodge is of the opinion 
that the Government ought to advance 
money upon cotton, Lord SALISBURY is 
willing to make Hodge believe that the 
Tories will put on such a duty for his bene- 
fit, and if Hodge, who has recently been 
eufranchised, will vote for Tory candidates 
upon that ground, Lord SaLisBurRY will be 
entirely content. 

This is the explanation of the speech at 
Hastings andof a good many other speeches 
of the British Prime Minister. They indi- 
cate a strong desire to “‘capture the 
Granger vote.” They do not in the least 
indicate a purpose of reversing the com- 
mercial policy of the British Empire. 
It is a painful thing to impute 
such an insincerity to the statesman 
who was so sarcastic, at the time of 
the recall of Sir LIONEL SACKVILLE-WEST 
upon the exigencies of American “elec- 
tioneering,” and to point out that the 
moralist is by no means above doing a 
stroke of “electioneering ” for himself.

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It is quite certain that a bill to repeal the 
repeal of the Corn Laws, or to impose a 
duty on foreign breadstuffs, cannot be 
introduced by any British Ministry, much 
less stand a chance of enactment. That 
would mean an increase in the price of 
food, and that in turn would mean 
a handicap upon British manufactures 
that they could not sustain. The mann- 
facturing interest, which was strong 
enough to repeal the Corn Laws in spite of 
the agricultural interest, is far stronger 
now, both absolutely and relatively, and 
is strong enough to prevent such a bill 
from having the remotest chance of suc- 
cess. Yet the passage of such a bill is 
what Lord SALISBURY’S talk means, if it 
means anything. We are foreed to the 
conclusion that it does not mean any- 
thing, except a willingness to capture the 
Granger vote, and that our contemporaries 
who have erected fool-articles upon his 
speech have wasted time and ink.

RETAIL DEALERS FIX A NEW RATE 
TAKING EFFECT JUNE l. 


The price of coal of all grades and sizes to 
consumers in this city will be advanced by a 
majority of the retail dealers twenty-five cents 
atononJunel. The dealers who have decided 
to make the advante are members of the Retail 
Coai Exchange, The new schedule was made 
last night. Itis alleged that the advance 1s un- 
avoidable on occount of the advanced rates 
charged dealers under the Reading combine. 

At present the common price of domestic 
sizes of coal—stove, broken, egg, and chestnut— 
is $5.25. Afterthe first of next month $5.5V0 
will be the rate at most of the yards. 

There are in this ag about 230 retail deal- 
ers. Of this number 172 are members of the 
Exchange and they will for the most part abide 
by the decision of the meeting last night. Some 
of the “‘ outside” dealers will also advance their 
prices. Thére Wereabout 100 dealers at the 
meeting, among them a dozen or more ‘ out 
siders.” The vote to make a new r@te was 
practically unanimous, 

The May schedule to dealers set these prices: 
8tove, .15; broken, $3.75; egg, $4.10, and 
chestnut, $4. An additional charge of 40 cents 
is made, itis said, to bring the coal up to the 
city, and 15 cents for neseiee. Then there is 
the loss by screening. All pee considered, 
$5.50 a ton is, the dealers say, the lowest poss!- 
ble price at which they can sell and “live.” 
The price is, of course, for white ash. Red ash 
will brisg 50 cents more a ton, as usual.

THE REV. MR. BROWN IS DISGUSTED. 

Boston, May 20.—The Republicans are a good 
deal depressed and the Prohibitionists corre- 
spondingly elated over the flery speech of a 
Beverly minister ata Third Party caucus last 
night.

AND THEN TARSNEY STRUCK BACK AND 
HOUSE ATTENDANTS INTERFERED. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—But for the agility of 
two or three colored attachés a genuine set-to, 
barring seconds, would have taken place to-day 
in the Republican cloakroom of the House, As 
it was, blows were exchanged between two Rep- 
resontatives, but before any blood was spilled 
the attendants rushed in and stopped the fight. 

The trouble came about in this way: The 
House, in Committee of the Whole, was consid- 
ering the item in the Sundry Civil bill which 
appropriates $50,000 for the erection of a mon- 
ument to Gen. Sherman in thiscity. Mr. Kil- 
gore (Dem., Texas,) raised the point of order 
that. it was new legislation and could not be 
considered in connection with the bill. Mr. 
Milliken (Rep., Me.,) made a speech in favor of 
the appropriation and against the point of or- 
der. Mr. Tarsney (Dem., Mo.,) asked him sar- 
castically if he had introduced a bill making 
the desired appropriation, and intimated rather 
broadly that his interestin the matter was not 
very deep. 

Mr. Milliken replied that no one had thought 
the point of order would be raised; if the idea 
had been entertained, a separate bill would as- 
suredly have been introduced. He said that 
Mr. Tarsney’s question was entirely out of place, 
and that a gentleman under the circumstances 
would not ask such a question. 

The point of order was sustained by Mr. Her- 
bert of Alabama, who was inthe ohair. After- 
ward Mr. Tarsney, who appeared to be very 
much excited, walked over to Mr Milliken and 
they exchanged a few words. Then Mr. Milliken 
arose and they walked hurriedly to the Kepub- 
lican fcloakroom. There they indulged in more 
hot words, and then Milliken drove his fist in 
the direction of Tarsney’s nose, missing it by a 
hair’s broadth.

LIVELY GRAIN TRADING. 


——— 
QUICK WORK IN WHHAT AND CORN IN 
CHICAGO, 


CHICAGO, May 20.—There were lively times 
on the floor of the Board of Trade to-day. When 
July corn touched 477; cents on the first great 
advance, Harry Champlin offered great quanti- 
ties. The crowd wasa little nervous because 
of the rapid bulge, and some of the earlier buy- 


ers began to lose their nerve at these offerings. 
There was a generel dumping by some of them, 
and the price dropped quickly to 46 cents. 

Champlin, who was heavily short, had’a num- 
ber of brokers ready, and the moment that the 
market indicated that the break was losing its 
force he started them in covering for him. Hoe 
got in a big line in this way in a very few min- 
utes, and looked quite pleased when the market 
touched 48 cents a few minutes later. 

May corn was very “‘gimpy.” It opened at 
56 and 554 cents, sold up to 62 cents, and 
closed at 61 cents, an advance of 6 cents over 
Thursday. Baldwin-Farnum sold more May 
corn than any one else, supposed to be the last 
of that held by the Quinlan crowd of New-York. 
This corn showed a handsome profit, having 
been bought around 40 cents when there was 
talk of manipulation by the Cudahy interests 
here. The Oudahys sold when the déal showed 
® profit of 2 and 3 cents a bushel. 

Of course the crowd wondered what Par- 
dridge would do. He did not wait long befora 
putting his brokers into the wheat and corn 
pits. The oe on corn began to go up the mo- 
ment the bidding for large lots began. Young, 
Walker, and Brosseau, who were supposed to 
be buying for him, took big and little lots right 
and left. Kammerer, Weare, Lloyd Smith, and 
Patton Brothers were among the prominent 
buyers, their bide being taken by Counselman, 
Coster-Martin, Baldwin-Farnum, Schwartz-Du- 
pee-McCormick, and Norton-Worthington, who 
were ee nag Caren wanes of the trading 
was in July, e antity of Ma 
hands being only 200,000 Shahela. a 

Cudahy started the fun in wheat. He put a 
broker in the pit who began taking everything 
offered, and he had not bought a quarter of a 
million bushels before he: aroused alot of the 
swalier chaps, and then the price began to climb. 
Pardridge’s brokers, the houses who trade for 
Kauffman, the St. Louis plunger, and Wright 
were in line on the buying side. It was a quick 
bulge from 8210, where it had been for some 
time, to 837gc., and then some of the early buy- 
ers were willing to seli out and take their 
profits. This eased the market off, but 
it started eqn on some particularly bad re- 
ports from the Northwest, where it wassnowing 
and raining, with high winds and low tempera- 
tures. This swell carried the price to 84 
cents, 8t. Louis being a prominent buyer. A 
message from McMurtry in Indiana to the effect 
that the condition of affairs in that State was 
the worst for twenty years helped the advance, 
but realizing sales broke it back to 8333 cents. 

There it held for some time, and a few min- 
utes before tho close, when the crowd saw that 
it wes golng ho lower,some Of the shorts who 
had been waiting for a further break thought 
they had better get in. The bulge carried the 
price to 84% cents, and the close was at 843 
cents, and firm at that. 


There was a boomin trading on the Produce 
Exchange yesterday, owing very largely to the 
reports of great damage to crops by the floods 


in the West. Everybody seemed to take a bull- 
sh view of things and prices were sharply ad- 
vanced. 

Transactions in wheat reached 21,000,000 
bushels and in corn 3,800,000 bushela. July 
was the active option in both. July wheat, 
which had closed at 91 cents on Thursday after- 
noon, opened yesterday at 9158 cents, and ad- 
vanced to 934, closing at 9344. August went 
from 90%, cents at the opening to 9219 at the 
close. On Thursday it closed at 9033 centa. 

July corn, the last transactions in which the 
day before had been made aé 507g cents, opened 
at 51 cents and went up to 54, where it closed. 
There was a little “twist” in May corn and it 
closed at. 58% osents, against 55% cents on 
Thursday. The supply of grade corn in this 
city has run very low. 

Everything else was up, too, in sympathy 
with wheat and corn, oats gaining 1 cent and 
flour from 5 to 10 cents. 


COL MUNOZ ON TRIAL, 


Nee 
A TEST CASE BEING MADE AGAINST ONE 
OF GARZA’S LEADERS. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 20.—The trial ot 
Pablo Munoz, who held the rank of Colonel in 
the revolutionary army of Catarino Garza, is in 
progress in the United States court here. The 
prisoner was wounded in one of the skirmishes 


between the United States troops and his men, 
and was captured about two months ago. 

Acting upon the advice of his attorneys, he 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of violating 
the United States neutrality laws, and upon the 
verdict in his case largely depends the result in 
over 200 others of a similar nature. 

The Mexican Government is represented by 
Judge J. H. McLeary, who is aseioting United 
States District Attorney Evans in the prosecu- 
tion. Albelardo Dominguez, a ranchman, who 
was held prisoner in Garza’s camp from Dec. 15 
to Dec. 28, testified that he was captured by 
three men, who took him to Garza’s camp. He 
was not given his liberty at any time during 
this period, nor was he allowed to bear arms. 

Garza was in command when present. He was 
there at two different times fora few days at a 
time. Munoz was the senior Colonel and was in 
command of the entire force when Garza was 
absent. He had seena flag in the camp, but 
had never seen it unfurled and could give no 
description of it. 

There were about 250 men in the command. 
When the forees ae in two columns, 
Munoz took command of one. The witness was 
kept prisoner with the others. When the 
forces reunited, Munoz’s men told him that 
they had crossed into Mexico and had had a 
tight with the Government troops, 

Capt. John G. Bourke of the Third United 
States Cavalry, was one of the most important 
witnesses in behalf of the Government. He re- 
lated a detailed account of the revolutionary 
a In desoribing the second fight he 
sald: 

‘“‘IT moved back to make an investigation of 
the Retinal by daylight. WhenI arrived there 
lsent out two detachments on foot to look for 
trails. One of these detachments was under 
command of Corp. Edstrom. 

‘He had been gone not more than five min- 
utes when I heard firing. I immediately rode 
up to the spot and saw a large force of Mexicans 
attacking my troops. The Mexicans kept cry- 
ing out, ‘Kill the gringoes.’ The fight lasted 
about twenty minutes. Corp. Edstrom was 
killed in the fight.” 

Sixto Longorio, one of Garza’s Lieutenants, 
was the next witness for the Government, h¢ 
having turned State’s evidence. He described 
the organization of the movement. The army 
was divided into two divisions, one being called 
the kree Frontiersmen, commanded by Col. 
Julian Flores, and the other known as the Faith- 
ful of Zaragoza, commanded by Col. Munoz. 

The revolutionists under command of Flores 
each wore a hat band made of white cotton and 
bearing the words ‘ Libres Fronterizos.”’ 

Crecencio Benevides, a citizen of Mexico, whe 
was taken prisoner on one of the raids of Garza 
to that country, was also one of the witnesses. 
He alleged that he was kept a prisoner at the 
home of Alejandro Gonzales, Garza’s father-in- 
law, for two weeks by the revolutionists. 

There are about twenty witnesses yet to be 
examined before the trial is endod. 


MECKLENBURG CELEBRATION.

B. HILL WAS THE OKATOR 
OF THE DAY. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 20.—Senator Hil) of 
New-York, who delivered the oration to-day at 
the one hundred and seventeenth anniversary 
of the signing of the Mecklenburg Declaration 
of Independence, arrived here at an early hour 
this morning, accompanied by Senators Ransom 


and Gray, Representative Alexander, and 
others. The party was met at the station by a 
procession composed of military and civic or- 
ganizations and oitizens generally, and was es- 
corted to the hotel. 

The signing of this declaration has always 
been celebrated in Charlotte. The city was 
protusely decorated, and the stately arch that 
spans the four corners of the principal square 
ofthe town was a particularly handsome ob- 
ject. Thirty thousand visitors were on the 
streets. The day opened with the firing of sa- 
lutes. A sham battle was the feature of the 
morning exercises and was participated in by 
1,000 troops. Senator Hill and party reviewed 
the military parade from the Central Hotel bal- 
cony at1l A, M. 

At 1 o’olock Senator Hill delivered his oration 
in the Auditorium Building. He gave a history 
of the Mecklenburg Declsration and eulogized 
the patriots who resolved thirteen months be- 
fore the memorable action of the Continental 
Congress that they werea free and independent 
people, and that the political bonds which had 
— them to the mother country were dis- 
solved. 

At t?* conclusion of the exercises Senator 
Hill and party were escorted to the station and 
took the afternoon train for Washington.

THE FAIR'S MARINE SHOW 


NOTABLE DISPLAYS TO BE MADE 


AT CHICAGO, 


WESTINGHOUSE UNDERBIDS THE ELEC- 
TRIG COMBINATION — EXHIBITS OF 
IRISH PRODUCTS—LAND SPECULAT= 
ORS LEFT IN THE LURCB. 


CrIcAGo, May 20.—A brief summary of the 
events of the week in World’s Fair circles 18 as 
follows: 

Last Saturday Chief Skiff of the Mining De- 
partment announced that he would have in his 
building a complete library of works, ancient 
and medern, on the subject of mining and met- 
allurgy. From Holland was received an offer 
to construct an exhibit at the fair and an exact 
reproduction of the Half Moon, the ship in 
which Hudson discovered and explored the 
river which bears his name. 

On Monday George Westinghouse, Jr., repre- 
senting the Westinghouse Company, underbid 
the electric light combination for furnishing the 
incandescent plant of 92,622 lamps at Jackson 
park. The bid of Mr. Westinghouse was $4.25 
perlamp capacity for the alternating current, 
$393,643 in all The trust bid for the alternat- 
ing current was $480,694, for the direct current 
£577,485, and for partly alternating and partly 
direct current $525,384. The contract was not 
awarded. 

Information was received that Uruguay had 
appropriated 24,000 for the fair. 

The Committee on Grounds and Buildings de- 
cided that all the entrances to the exposition 
grounds should be along the west side of the 
track. This closes up the southeast corner, 
where some land speculators had been figuring 
on anentrance, and were asking three times the 
worth of their land for the two years’ lease de- 
sired by the exposition people for a railroad en- 
trance, 

Executive Commissioner Farquhar of the 
Pennsylvania Board of World's Fair Managers 
made arrangements for a petroleum exhibit at 
the fair. An iron cylindrical tank, 300 feet in 
diameter and 80 feet high, coyered with a glass 
dome, will constitute the building in which the 
exhibit will be made. All the processes which 
enter into the production of oll wil] be shown, 
Two or three wells 3,000 feet deep will be bored 
outside the building. 

On Wednesday the Executive Committee 
passed a resolution appropriating about $25,000 
to seoure from the Trocadero at Paris, France, 
plaster casts and models of the statuary and 
specimens of architecture now in the museum. 
This is said to be the first time the French Gov- 
ernment has permitted anything of this kind to 
be done, It fs co-operating to the extent of 
sharing a portion of the expense. 

J. J. Grinlinton, World's Fair Commissioner 
from the Island of Ceylon, reached Chicago and 
began making arrangements for a Ceylon 
court. 

The Executive Committee passed a resolution 
against any enlargement of Machinery Hall and 
the Manufacturers’ Building. The space devot- 
ed to these two structures was declared ample 
for all exhibits they are to contain. 

On Thureday information was received thatthe 
Fair Commissioners of Ecuador had constructed 
afac simile of the famous palace of the Inca 
Perca, the ruins of which stand near the city of 
Quito. 

The Chicago stockholders of the Woman’s 
Dormitory Association elected officers as fol- 
lows: President—Mra. M. B. Carse; Correspond- 
ing Secretary—Mrs. Helen M. Barker; Recording 
Secretary—Mrs. Kmma Shattuck; Treasurer— 
Lyman J. Gage. Av Advisory Board, consisting 
of President W. T. Baker, Thomas B. Bryan, 
Charles Henrotin, George E. Fuller, and Potter 
Palmer, was also chosen. It was decided to in- 
crease the capital stook of the association from 
$25,000 to $150,000. Twenty-four thousand 
dollars of stock had been subscribed in Chicago, 
and $30,000 from outside gources. 

Offers of books written by women have been 
coming to the Lady Managers from many coun- 
tries since the announcement of the collection 
to be mado for the library of the Woman’s Build- 
ing. Yesterday the first consignment of books 
from abroad arrived.

The Irish Industries Association has made 
application for a concession to build ap lrish 
village on the exposition grounds. A sub-¢om- 
mittee of the association has béen formed, of 
which the Countess of Aberdeen is a member, 
to undertake the erection and menagement of 
this village and to provide the sum of £2,000 
as a donation for the erection of the village, 
and also to find the rest of the yponey required 
for carrying out the plan. It will be deséribed 
in published, printed, or written documents 
as “The Exhfbit of the Donegal Indastrial 
Fund, under the Auspices of the Irish Industries 
Association.” The Countess of Aberdeen is 
President of the association undertaking this 
new and large enterprise, the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, Chairman, and Peter White, Honorable 
Secretary. White has been authorized to visit 
the principal cities of the United States in the 
interest of the association. 

Among the many notable features that will 
lend interest to the marine section of the Trans- 
portation Building exhibits will be seen many 
new forms of naval design:-and construction, 
and improved appliances, together with recent- 
ly-adopted devices which, in not a few instances, 
may challenge for the first time the attention of 
ship owners and builders. 

Among reversible lifeboats there will be a 
model showing the method of interior ventila- 
tion during a gale of wind; also one showing 
how the boat can be — into the sea in the 
darkest night froma sinking ship with “ all 
hands” on board. From valuable sketches rep- 
resentations will be made of the lifeboat under 
ae many different conditions as possible, riding 
out a gale at sea, and after the gale with its sail 
set; a model of a triangular raft, with tent to 
protect its occupants from exposure; varions 
other lifeboats and rafts of large and small 
sizes, and metallic boats. 

An interesting and useful device is an auto- 
matic ship log and speed indicator, which will 
show in actual operation the spoed in miles per 
hour a vessel is making by means of a dial and 
pointer. it will also record automatically on 
paper the speed and give the day and hour the 
ship is sailing or standing still. 

An automatic stesm steering apparatus, a 
spur-geared hoisting nen. with friction drum, 
and a frictional-geared hoisting engine will be 
shown. To illustrate a marine brake for in- 
stantly stopping vessels when under ful) head- 
way, a water space or route in the lake basin is 
asked for, the{ steam yacht or boat to carry a 
large or small number of passengers, charging 
a small fee for transportation.

NEW-YORKERS URGE A CHANGE BE- 
FORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The desire of the New- 
York Board of World’s Fair Commissioners to 
have the date of the dedioatory exercises of the 
Columbian Exposition changed from Oct. 12 to 
Oct. 21 was fully set forth before the special 
committee of the House on the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition to-day. The board wae repre- 
sented by John Boyd Thacher, Richard Dela- 
field, and James W. Tappin. A resolution has 
been introduced in the House by Mr. Little 


(Dem., N. Y.,) providing for the ch on 
the ground that the correct date, according to 
the Gregorian reckoning, is Oct. 21, and that 
the celebration of the anniversary should be 
held as nearly as pote on the four hundredth 
anniversary of the discovery of America by 
Columbas. 

Mr. Thacher favored the resolution. He read

a letter from Prof. T. P. Langley of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, in which the professor said 
that on Oct. 21 400 years will have elapsed 
from Oct. 12, 1492, of the Julian calendar. On 
Oct. 12, 1492, Mr. Thacher said, Columbus was 
miles away from the coast of America. There 
would be decided propriety in having the dedi- 
catory exercises take place on Friday, Oct. 21, 
for the reason that it Was on Friday that Colum- 
dus set sail on his voyage of discovery; on 
Friday he discovered America, and on Friday 
he returned to Spain to announce the tidings of 
his great discovery. 

Mr, Delafield advocated the adoption of the 
resolution onthe ground that the New-York 
State celebration of the landing of Columbus 
was to be held Oot. 12, and that the conflicting 
dates would cause much epee to 
many people who desired to witness both cele- 
brations. The New-York slature adjourned, 
he said, before it was generally understood that 
the ceremonies in the two oities would fall on 
the same day. If the change were not made, 
many people who desired to visit Chicago in 
October would be debarred from that privilege. 
It would be a good thing for the exposition, he 
argued, if a large numberof ‘Eastern people 
could visit Chicago six months before the open- 
ing of the exposition and view the preparations 
already made forthe carrying out of the stu- 
pendous enterprise. While many would tn- 
doubtedly make such a visit, thousands more 
would go, provided the dates of the ceremonies 
were arranged so that they would not oanflict. 

After the New-Yorkers had finished their re- 
marks, Gen. St. Clair of the National Commis- 
sion urged that Congress pass a bill providing 
for the issue of $5,000,V00 in souvenir half dol- 
lars. A draft of the proposed souvenir bill was 

yresonted by Gen. St. Clair. It provides for the 
ssue of Treasury notes, as done under the ex- 
isting silver law, in payment for the bullion to 
be used in mintingsthe proposed coins. The 
existing penalties for counterfeiting are made 
applicable to the counterfeiting of the eouvenir 
colns.

SUGGESTIONS OF ECONOMY. 


RECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY THE CON- 
GRESSIONAL COMMITTEE, 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Chairman Dockery 
(Dem., Mo.,) of the World’s Fair investigating 
sub-committee of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations to-day submitted his report to the 
full committee. 

The sub-committee recommends that the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs be abolished and 
its duties discharged under the auspices of the 
Director General. It continues: 


“It further appears that officials connected with 
the local board are also salaried officers of the United 
States. The committee are impelled, therefore, to 
suggest that the compensation of such ollicials, to- 
gether with that of the chiefs gt the fifteen great de- 
partments, shall in no case be fixed at an amount to 
exceed $4,000. Itis also recommended that the sal- 
ary of the Lireotor General be reduced from $15,000 
to $8,000 per annum and that the compensation of 
the Secre 4 of the commission be fixed at $3,000. 
* »~ * In this connection the committee desire to 
congratulate the local board upon the reforms it has 
recently inaugurated in the reduction of the salarics 
of the President of the Exposition Company and his 
official staff. It will be noted that these reductions 
were made subsequent to the investigation at Chi- 
cago, and amount to $21,700 annualiy, exclusive ot 
thé salary of $6,000 allowed the President and 
which he voluntarily renounced. 

“Your committee are persuaded that reductions 
should be made in the salaries of other employes, 
but forbear further specific suggestions, inasmuch 
asthe Board of Directors of the exposition contem- 
— a rigid scrutiny of expenditores, as appears 

rom the resolution unanimously adopted at the meet- 
ing of April 19 last. The inguiry ordered by this 
resolution will, in our opinion, result in the decrease 
of compensation to employes and in limitations 
upon expenditures at many points other than those 
to which reference has been mada” 


Under the head of *‘Suggested Reforms”’ the 
report says: 

“The Board of Reference and Control of the Na- 
tional Commission and the Exectitive Board of Lady 
Managers, having full power to act in the absence of 
their respective bodies, your committee are of the 
opinion that it is wholly unnecessary to provide for 
more than one rooting for each organization durin 
the fiscal year 1898. In fact, the duties discharge 
by the National Commission and by the Board of 
Lady Managers can be as elfiiciently performed by 
the Executive Committee of each organization as by 
the respective bodies in full session. Since, how- 
ever, Section 7 of the act of April 25, 1890, gives 
alone to the majority of the World's Columbian Com- 
missioners the power to modify the rulesand regula- 
tions relating to entrance and admission fees and 
other rights affecting the public, i) would be well if 
this suggestion were agreed to, that the section * 
should be so amended as to give such power to the 
Board of Reference and Control when the National 
Commniission is not in session. 

“Ttis proper to state in this connection, as shown 
by the hearings, that several —— were brought 
to the attention of your committee, and in no in- 
stance did they fail to make such inguiry in respect 
to them as their limited time would permit. There 
were charges that in the letting of certain contracts 
favoritism had been shown and evidence tending to 
establish this was offered, put your committee do not 
find that the charges were sustained, although they 
regret that more publicity was not given in some 
cases. The committee declined to extend investiga. 
tion into channels which were manifestly outside of 
the legitimate soope of their authority, and where 
issues were raised, clearly the subject of determina 
tion by other bodies entirely outside of Congress, the 
committee left them to the judgment of such tri- 
bunals. 

“The committee express without reserve their 
contidence in the assured success of the exposition. 
In eg | essential featurd it stands unrivaied in all 
time. Fifty-six nations and colonies have accepted 
the invitation to participate in the enterprise, and 
have appropriated $3,743,800 for that purpose. It 
is expected that twenty other foreign countries will 
also Ve represented. Complete exhibits will be made 
by all the countries which promise nee. 
six of which will erect special buildings for their 
own displays. Thirty States and Territories of our 
own Republic will ereot buildings and make special 
—, for which $3, 182,500 has already been pro- 
videc 

“It becomes obvious, therefore, that the expendi- 
tures ofthe local corporation, of individual enter- 
prise, of the States and Territories, and of our own 
and of foreign Governments will reach the stupen- 
dons aggregate of not less than $30,000,000 for ex- 
position purposes. In its scope and magnificence 
this exposition stands alone. There is nothing like 
itin all history. It easily surpasses all kindred en- 
terprises, and will amply illdgtrate the marvelous 
genius of the American people in the great domains 
of agriculture, commerce, manufactures, and inven- 
tion, whioh constitute the foundation upon which 
— the structure ofour national glory and pros- 
perity.” 

The committee estimates the total income at 
$29,275,482, made up of gate receipts, $12,250,- 
000; concessions, $4,800,000; subscriptions, 
$5,944,500, and Chicago City bonds, $3,000,000. 
The expenditures are put at $19,319,088, the 
committee deducting $3,157,024 from the ex- 
penditures as estimated by Mr. Higginbotham, 
the largest item taken off being $500,000 for an 
intramural railway. 

The report says the committee have not sug- 
gested any reduction in the $200,000 appro- 
priated for the construction of the art institute 
near Lake Front Park, though it seems excess- 
ive. It also thinks the Construction Depart- 
ment’s expenses could be safely reduced and 
the total limit brought down to $18,500,000. 

lt then makes a committee estimate of income 
and expenditures to May 1, 1893, the date of 
opening. Itestimates income at $10,763,189, 
and as to expenditures takes President Baker's 
estimate of $16,596,684 and deducts therefrom 
$1,410,674, making the committee’s estimate of 
expenditures $15,546,009, leaving a deficiency 
of $4,782,819.

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STORMS ADDED TO FLOODS 


—————— 
MANY WESTERN CITIES STILL 
PARTLY UNDER WATER. 


SOME IMPROVEMENT IN THE SITUATION 
AT SIOUX CITY—KANSAS CITY PACK- 
ING HOUSES INUNDATED — THOU- 
saANbs OF MEN OUT OF WORK. 


Sioux Crry, Iowa, May 20.—The fiood has 
almost entirely subsided. Nearly all the rail- 
roads running trains here expect to make sched- 
ule time to-morrow. The Union Stock Yards 
are being built better and larger than ever. 
The market, however, will not open until next 
week. The packing houses will resume work 
when hogs and cattle can be procured. About 
150 cattle and 500 hogs were lost in the flood. 

Two bodies were rescued to-day, those of 
Frank Henderson and wife. Thoeir three-weeks- 
old babe was drowned, but the body was not re- 
covered. Parents and child were lost by the 
capsizing of a boat in charge of a rescuing 
party. 

The relief association is actively at work re- 
lieving distress and providing food and clothing. 
The citizens have raised a fund of $10,000 to 
provide for immediate necessities. 

Gov. Boies telegraphed an inquiry about the 
situation. The Mayor replied: 

“Doing best we n. Loss large. Many families 
lose all. (nundated district homes being cleaned up 
to-day amid blinding storms. Other bodies ex- 
pected before to-morrow."’ 

Bad weather to-day has greatly complicated 
the task of bringing the city back to something 
like its normal condition. About 7 A. M. rain 
began falling. At 10 o’clock there was a 
blizzard of snow, with high wind. It has 
been snowing or sleeting since. Men quit work 
on the streets inthe middle of the forenoon, 
although $2 a day was offered for laborers. 

Last night, for the first time since the. flood, 
atrain reached here. It came over the Chi- 
eéago, Minneapolis and Omaha Road. A repair 
train was sent ahead, and the road was prac- 
tically built upin advance of the passenger 
coaches. Atevery mile wash-outs were encount- 
ered, and when Mapleton was reached the train 
ran through lakes large enough for a yacht. The 
Maple River had overflowed its banks and for 
miles around the farms lay under fromm three to 
ten feet of water. 

When the Little Sionx was reached the situa- 
tion was found to be extremely dangerous. The 
road runs over a long trestle across. the bot- 
toms. Tne trestle is six feet above the bottoms, 
but the water was rusbing tumultuously against 
the tracks. A gale of fifty miles an hour wus 


blowing, and the trestle shook as the train 
passed over it. 


DES Mornts, Iowa, May 20.—The rivers here

time they have remained stationary. The rise 


last night was little over afoot. Asaresult 
@ large portion of the eastern part of the 
city is under water. The low lands in Northeast 
and South Des Moines are under water. The 
number of houses abandoned is 1,000. 


KANSAS Ciry, Mo., May 20.—Between mid- 
night last night and 10 A. M. to-day the rise in 
the Missouri was only about four inches. The 
Signal Service observer this morning reported 


thatthe water marked a stage of 24.8 feet 
above low-water mark, and was rising very 
slightly. 

Harlem, across the river from bere, is under 
water, and the town now has notasingle in- 
habitant. The Burlington bridge, which con- 
nects Harlem with Kansas City, this morning 
looked like Noah’s ark. It was orowded with 
inen, women, and children, horses, cattle, hogs, 
and sheep. 

*& 9 o’clock this morning a strong wind came 
up from the northwest and lashed the flooded 
river into an angry sea, driving great waves 
against the bauks on this side of the stream. 
waves broke over the banks at the 
river front where Armour’s, Swift's, Dold’s, 
and Fowler's packing houses are situated and 
threatened inundation of those establishments. 
The cellars of the packing houses were filled 
rapidly despite the efforts made to keep them 
clear with pumps. 

The report of the Signal Service at noon stated 
that the river at St. Joseph was stationary, but 
was rising at Plattsmouth, Neb., a rise of six 
inches having taken place there since midnight. 


OMAHA, Neb,, May 20.—The Missouri River 
to-day fell six inches and fears of a fiood com- 
ing down from Sioux City were allayed. It has 


been snowing at intervals throughout the day. 
The Union Pacitic bridge between Counoll 
Bluffs and Omaha is safe. r 


8r. Louris, Mo., May 20.—The river had fallen 
two-tenths up to noon and then stood 35.8 feet. 


It had fallen six inches at Alton, Ill, and one 
foot at Herman, Mo. The Missour! was rising. 

Reports received from the various flooded dis- 
tricts in this: vicinity up to noon noted no ma- 
terial change in the general aspect of things. 
The Vandalia Company has connected its road 
with the Ohio and Mississippi two miles out 
from East 8t. Louisand is using the latter’s 
track to that point 

One elfect of the flood on the district near this 
city has been to throw 12,000 persons out of 
work. In North St. Louis 10,000,000 feet of 
lumber is afloat. 

Estimates of losses of the districts immediate- 
ly tributary to St. Louis are: st. Louis County, 
$3,000,000; St. Louis City, $1,000,000; St. 
Charles County, $2,000,000; the American bot- 
tom, from Alton, DL, to Cairo, $5,000,000. This 
fucludes East 8t. Louis and vicinity. The total 
is $11,000,000, 

The remains of the village of Kaskaskia, the 
first settlement in the Mississippi Valley, set- 
tled by the French in 1682, have been entirely 
swept away by the floods. ‘ 


ALTON, Il, May 20.—There is great rejoicing 
here. The Mississippi River has fallen about 
six inches from its highest point. The water 
receded about four and one-half inches last 
night. The work of relief for Missouri farmers 


still continues. The relief boats Alton and Ram- 
bler came in this morning crowded with people, 
stock, and household. goods. Many houses are 
badly wrecked, and a number have been swept 
from their foundations. There are still many 
people in the flooded districts who prefer to 
stay in the upper stories of their houses and on 
high seeeee of ground, in order that they may 
watch over their stock and homes. 


PINE BLuF¥, Ark., May 20.—A telegram has 
been received that the residents of Hensley 
Island, in the Arkensas River, are in danger. 
Another report says that sixteen negroes are 
missing from the island. Other lives have been 


lost near Ked Bluff. All bridges of the Iron 
Mountain Road south of here have been swept 
&Way. 

There has been great destruction all over the 
Arkansas Valley. Capt. J. N. Thompson of the 
Arkansas River Packet Company, who has ar- 
rived from the mouth of the river, 180 miles 
south, says that the damage done to the cotton 
crop all along the line is fully 25 per cent. 


81. PauL, Minn., May 20.—The Mississipp! has 
risen two feet within twenty-four hours, and the 


dwellers on the Bohemian Flats, whose houses 
are on an island, moved to the bluffs. The 
water is still rising. 

At Princeton Rum River is overflowing its 
banks, farms are inundated, and much damage 
is done. All dams are swept away except the 
one at the lake. At Bruce, Wis., Chippewa 
River rose five feet six inches last night and 
is stijlrising. The suspension bridge at the 
mouth of the Hornapple River went out this 
morning. The Black River is swollen beyond 
all records. At Black River Falls, Wis., the bot- 
tom lands are submerged. The track of the 
Omaha Road is under water in many places.

NEW ORLEANS LESS WORRIED. 


ENGINEER BROWN’S HOPEFUL VIEWS— 
A CREVASSE CLOSED. 


New-OrLpans, La., May 20.—The City Ep- 
gineer, L. W. Brown, who has the reputation of 
being very sure of his facts when he makes a 
statement, was met to-day by THE TIMEs’s 
correspondent and asked the question that is 
now in everybody’s mouth: “ What do you 
think of the river, and what do you think will 


be the effect of the Missouri, Red and Des 
Moines River rises on this section? ” 

“Oh, nothing much,” replied Mr. Brown. “I 
do not see why the present conditions should 
create any great alarin.”’ 

“Do you not think the water will accumulate 
in this neighborhoodg%”’ 

“Well, yes. But it will do no harm. The 
river is stationary now at 16.9, a very high 
stage, but it will not go higher. On the con- 
trary, it will soon fall, and I would not be sur- 
prised if it went way down to 15.5. 

‘ There is a tendenoy to fall above here, which 
means that a fiood crestis hurrying down. At 
St. Louis itis falling, which shows that the wave 
has passed that point. Another rise is coming 
past 8% Louis out of the Des Moines, and a big 
wave ie coming out of the Arkansas. Even if 
they met I do not think the effect will be great, 
as the rise in the Mississippi would be much 
less than the height of the tributaries would 
lead one to think. 
it takes a vast volume of water to make a 
change of even one-tenth in the Mississipp!. 

‘* Assuming that the waves from the Arkansas 
and Missouri met, they are colng to strike New- 
Orleans on a falling gauge, and I donot think 
the river will get up as high as it is now, a fall 
having once started.”’

IMPORTANT PART OF PRESBYTERIAN 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY WORK. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, May 20.—The second day’s 
session of the Presbyterian General Assembly 
is usually devoted to tne announcement of 
standing committees to act upon matters sub- 
mitted to the Assembly and report appropriate 
action thereon. The rest of the day is occupied 
with reports of Committees of the previous 
year. 

Devotional services were led by Dr. J. B. Don- 
aldson of Minneapolis. Promptly at the ap- 
pointed hour the Moderator called the assombly 
to order. After the preliminary routine, Dr. 
Brown of the Arrangoments Committee in a 


happy speech presented the Moderator with a 
gavel made of Oregon material, wood, silver, 
and gold. 

The Moderator then announced the member- 
ship of the various standing committees. The 
Chairmansbips were distributed as follows: 

Bills and Overtures, Dr. Radcliffe of Detroit; 
Judicial, Dr. T. Ralston Smith of Baffalo; 
Unity of the Church, Dr. Bartlett of Washing- 
ton; Home Missions, Dr. MoPherson of Chicago; 
Foreign Missions, Dr. Alexander Alison of 
Philadelphia; Edueation, Dr. Leggett of Rah- 
way, N. J.; Publication, Dr. Sample of New- 
York; Church Erection, Dr. Holmes of Albany. 

Theological Seminary—Dr. Mutchmore of 
Philadelphia; Ministerial Relief—Dr. Robinson 
of Allegheny; Freedmen—Dr. Sutherland of 
Knoxville; Aid for Colleges—Dr. Alexander of 
San Francisco; Correspondence—Dr. Blagney 
of Kentucky; Benevolence—Dr. Wallace of 
Lewiston, Penn.; Narrative of the State of Re- 
ligion—Dr. Worrall of Keokuk; Temperance— 
Dr. Bigger of Ohio. 

After the announcement of committees, a 
motion was adopted that the report of the Com- 
mittees on Revision be made the second order 
for Monday afternoon next, 

In announcing the committees, Moderator 
Young stated that. owing to the large number 
of candidates for the Moderatorship yesterday, 
the Assembly itself had taken the question of 
the Chairmanships out of his hands. 

As to the composition of the committee, so far 
as can be judged from casual comment, Moder- 
ator Young has exceeded the anticipation of 
many, and has failed to justify the fears of 
others. 

He seems to have felt the force of the general 
feeling that he could not afford to pack any 
committes in any interest, but the exact qual- 
ity of his work can only be ascertained when 
its actual outcome is apparent. 

The afternoon session was a surprise in the 
amount of ground covered, since no less than 
81x committees reported and finished their work. 

The offer of John R. Middlemas and others of 
100 acres of land within the limits of Salt Lake 
City for the purpose of founding and endowing 
a Presbyterian college in said city, to be called 
“Westminster College of Utah,” was gratefully 
accepted. 

It was resolved, also, that the consummation 
of the transfer be referred to the Presbytery of 
Utah, with instructions to act under the advice 
of competent vounsel, to take the bill to the 
Trustees of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States of 
America with a recommendation to that cor- 
poration to intrust the management of the 
property and college to the Presbytery of Utah. 
in making such transfer due care should be 
taken to secure the property to the Church in 
entire accordance with the spirit and intent of 
the gift. The Presbytery of Utah is instructed 
to report its action to the General Assembly. 

The special committee in charge of the 
church periodical reported through Dr. MolIn- 
tosh of Philadelphia and Dr. Nelson, the editor, 
addressed to the assembly a resolution enlarg- 
ing the committee, which was adopted, but a 
resolution indorsing the periodical met with un- 
expected opposition. Before a vote was taken 
the hour of adjournment came and the consider- 
ation was postponed till the afternoon session. 

The afternoon session was occupied with re- 
ports of the. various committees. The recom- 
mendation as to the periodical was adopted, 
that it be condensed, illustrated, and made more 
attractive. 

The question of the sealof the Assembly, 
which made such a stir at Detroit, was finally 
settled and the seal proposed was adopted. 

The Committee on Consensus of Creed re- 
ported progress and was continued. 

The Jacksonville (Fia.) church case came up 
again, and a final settlement was provided for. 
The Church Unity Committee reported progress, 
and was continued apparently through mere 
indulgence. 

At 4 o'clock the Assembly exhausted its 
docket and adjourned till Monday morning.

SENATE PASSES THE RIVER 
AND HARBOR BILL. 


THE 


MUCH CAMPAIGN TALK INDULGED IN, 
WHICH WAS BEGUN BY SENATOR 
HALE—ONLY ABOUT $50,000. RE- 
DUCTION FROM THE HOUSE MEASURE. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—To the accompani- 
ment of a good deal of campaign talk, which 
will be repeated many tithes before November, 
the River and Harbor bill passed the Senate 
this afternoon. 

When it was taken up, soon after 12 o’olock, 
it called for a total appropriation about $61,000 
less than that which the House made it carry. 
When the Senate finished with it, the total re- 
duction was only about $50,000, a number of 
amendments having been agreed to which pro- 
duced that result. The bill now goes to a con- 
ference committes, of which Messrs. Frye, 
(Rep., Me.,) Dolph, (Rep., Oregon,) and Ransom 
(Dem., N. C.,) are the Senate members. 

The political pow-wow began when Mr. Pugh 
(Dem., Ala.,) tried to amend the bill in order to 
take $50,000 from the appropriation of $262,- 
000 for Mobile Harbor and apply it to the im- 
provement of the Warrior River. Mr. Hale 
(Rep., Me.,) made this amendment the basis for 
@ savage assault on the Democratic House of 
Representatives, which, he said, posed before 
the country a8 an economical body and yet had 
peen guilty of gross extravagances in many of 
the items contained in the River and Harbor 


pill. Mr. Hale made it plain to all who heard 
him that the Republicans propose to hold the 
Democratic House up to view asa body that, 
while denouncing the Billion-Dollar Congress, 
fails to improve upon the record of that Con- 
gress. 

At the ontset of his remarks Mr. Hale declared 
that while the ‘‘continuing contract” items in 


- the bill only carried appropriations of between 


$6,000,000 and $7,000,000, they bound the Gov- 
ernment to the additional outlay of only 
$32,000,000. “ Yet,’”’ he continued, “Ido not 


j hear any protests from Democratic Senators 


aguinst the exorbitant amounts which the 
Democratic House calls for in this bill.” He 
thought he discovered in that fact some of the 
“masquerading’’ Senator Gorman referred. to 
the other day in his speech relative to alleged 
reformers in the Democratic Party. 

Mr. Hale praised Mr. Gorman for his “ sagac- 
ity” in perceiving that the Democrats would 
be confronted with the fact at the end of the 
present session that they would be unable to re- 
duce the appropriations. The cry about the 
Billion-Dollar Congress would, he asserted, be 
drowned by the laughter of the people when 
they made the discovery that in its first session 
the Democratic House had increased the appro- 
priations, instead of cutting them down. This 
was a fact, and it could not be answered. 

Mr. Hale took up the statement of Mr. Gor- 
man that the appropriations made necessary by 
Republican legislation in the last Congress 
could not pow be reduced by the Democrats, 
and that thé latter could not be held responsi- 
ble for the situation. ‘‘ Are the Republicans re- 
sponsible for the enormous appropriations con- 
tained in this River and Harbor bill?’’ he asked. 
He went on to say that the bill as passed by the 
House was the result of an influence “ which 
pared and cheese-pared in small matters and 
claimed a reputation for economy.” Every 
vestige of economy disappeared, howerer, in 
the face of an opportunity to pass a “ logroll- 
ing” measure like the present one. 

The favorable attitude of some of the Demo- 
cratic Senators toward the River and Harbor 
bill was contrasted with their hostility to the 
Naval Appropriation bill, and Mr. Hale inferred 
from this that the talk about the country being 
face to face with a serious financial dithculty 
was “pure buncombe,”’ to be indulged in only 
when the river and harbor “ pork barrel” was 
put under the noses of Democratic Represent- 
atives or Senators. 

Mr. Vest (Dewm., Mo.,) argued that money was 
well spent which was used in opening up the 
waterways of the country for the transporta- 
tion of tood and other products for the benefit 
of the people. He cited Senator Sherman as 
authority for the statement that the country 
was almost face to face with a deficit. 

Mr. Mills (Vem., Texas,) quoted the report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury in supportof his 
recent statement that the country was threat- 
ened with bankruptcy. He also called atten- 
tion to a speech made by Mr. Hoar (Rep., 
Maas.,) on the Court of Claims bill a few weeks 
ago, in which that gentleman asserted that the 
Government was already bankrupt. 

Mr. McPherson (Dem., N. J.,) also replied to 
Mr. Hale. 

Altogether the debate was lively in the ex- 
treme. Mr. Hale sent to the desk and had read 
a letter written by Samuel J. Tilden, in 1885, 
favoring defenses for seacoast cities. This led 
to a discussion as to whether Mr. Tilden favored 
battle ships or land fortifications. The defeat 
of Mr. Tilden in 1876 naturally came up and Mr. 
Hale’s part in the subsequent proceedings was 
referred to by Mr. Vest. 

finally political facts and reminiscences were 
dropped. Mr. Pugh's amendment was adopted, 
and, at 3 o’olock, without a division, the River 
and Harbor bill was declared to be passed. 


REVENUE MARINE TRANSFER. 

To-day Secretary Tracy appeared before the 
House Naval Committee and made a strong 
argument in favor of the transfer of the Reve- 
nue Marine Service to the navy. The point of 
his argument was that the transfer would give 
naval officers opportunities to familiarize them- 
selves with our coasts by service on cutters 


which they could not get by duty on seagoing 
vessels, and that it would result in a great sav- 
ing, from an economic standpoint, to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Under the present condition of promotion in 
the navy, the Secretary stated, it was seldom 
that an officer got command of a ship until he 
was nearly fifty years of ago, and by that time 
he had to a certain extent lost confidence in 
himself. By the transfer some ensigns and 
Lieutenants would immediately have com- 
mands, and a means would be provided to give 
@ number of officers duty at sea who cannot 
now have that service for lack of ships. Not 
more than one-third of the officers of the navy 
could now be employed on seagoing ships, the 
Secretary stated, even when all the vessels un- 
der coustruction were completed. The Secre- 
tary thought the objections raised against the 
measure were purely sentimental, and did not 
believe it would demoralize the young officers, 
as had been stated, any more than duty on re- 
ceiving ships, detached duty, or other service 
not purely military. 

In concluding his argumont, the Secretary 
stated that he atill adhered to his former 
declarations favoring the bill. Indirectly he 
administered a severe rebuke to certain naval 
officers who have zealously engaged in the effort 
to defeat the bill, by remarking that he felt it 
necessary to address the committee in support 
of the measure lest the members should be im- 
pressed with the belief that certain arguments 
made before it by bureau officers of the Navy 
Department were made with his approval or 
consent. 

AGAINST A PARK APPROPRIATION. 

The House to-day went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
bill. The appropriation which caused the great- 
est amount of discussion was that to complete 
the establishment of the Chickamauga and 
Chattanooga National Park, the Southern mem- 
bers, as a rule, favoring a motion to strike out 
the appropriation. The motion was lost. 

There were similar contests over Seeeeerte 
tions for monuments to soldiers of the late war. 
The language of some of the members became 
rather vituperative in the debate on a clause in 
the bill appropriating $50,000 for the erection 
of a pedestal for Gen. Sherman’s statue in 
Washington, Mr. Kilgore (Dem., Texas,) raising 
a point of order against this clause. The 
Chair sustained the point. Discussion on it 
will be resumed to-morrow. 

An amendment appropriating $543,767 for 
continuing the work in the division of farms, 
homes, and mortgages in the Census Office was 
rejected. 

SOME PROPOSED LEGISLATION, 

Senator Quay (Rep., Penn.,) to-day introduced 
a bill appropriating $25,000 for a survey of the 
proposed ship canal from Philadelphta across 
New-Jersey to New- York Bay. 

Senator Wolcott, (Rep., Col.,) from the Com- 
mittee on Civil Service and Retrenchment, tov 
day reported to the Senate a joint resolution 
proposing an amendment to the Constitution 
making the term of office of President and Vice 
President six years instead of four, and making 
a President ineligible for re-election. The change 
is to take effect Maroh 4, 1997. 

Representative Boatner (Dem., La.) to-day 
introduced in the House a bill authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue fractional 
Treasury notes in denominations of quarters 
and half dollars to the amount of $1, ,000,

FINANOIAL AFFAIRS. 


NEw-YoRE, Friday, May 20—P. M. 

The stock market was considerably more &0- 
tive to-day than yesterday, but it was at the ex- 
pense of prices. The impetus given by the bear 
attacks of the pastfew days kept the market 
on the down track early in the day, and it was 
not long before stop orders were reached. The 
execution of these produced general weakness, 
which at no time was more pronounced than at 
the close. 

The pressure against Atchison and Northern 
Pacific preferred continued, but both stocks 
were apparently oversold, and only slight im- 
pression was produced. Atchison lost 4 point 
and Northern Pacific preferred %x. 

Erie was the moat active stock on the list, and 
it lost 15s points, closing within 44 of the low- 
est. London sold large lots of it on a report ocur- 
rent in that centre that the carnings of the com- 
pany had suffered materially through the Toss of 
Lehigh Valley traffic consequent on the Reading 
combination. There was also a rumor that the 
company is about to make -a new bond issue. 
Late in the day the stock was sold on a false re- 
port that President King, who has been ill for 
many months, had died. 

The Grangers were particularly weak. Rook 
Island lost 213 points, Burlington 1, North- 
western 1, and St.Paul Js, allon large trading. 
Lake Shore in the afternoon broke from 133% to 
1307%,, but recovered to 13122, a net loss of 153 
pointe. 

Sugar, Cordage, and Manhattan consolidated 
‘were about the only strong stocks on the list. 
The advance in Manhattan was based on & Yre- 
newal of the report that the Metropolitan 
Traction Company had.made a bid of 140 for 
the control, and that it was not improbable 
that a deal would be made.

TOO RICH TO PAY TAXES. 


— 
HEARING ON TRE SAILORS’ SNUG 
HARBOR BILL, 


THE TRUSTEES TELL GOV. FLOWER 
THEY WANT THE ISSUE SETTLED—. 
BELIEF THAT GOV. FLOWER WILL 
SIGN ASSEMBLYMAN YETMAN’S BILL. 


ALBANY, May 20.—Gov. Flower gave @ hear- 
ing this afternoon on the bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Yetman (Dem., Rishmond,) pro- 
viding that every incorporated institation 
whose gross annual income from ite real and 
personal property exceeds $200,000 shall pay 
taxes. Tho object of the bill is to force the 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor to pay its taxes in the 
County of Richmond. 

Under a decision of the Court of Appeals ex- 
empting the Colored Orphan Asylum of New- 
York from taxation, the Trustees of the Harbor 
allege that they, too, are entitled to the same 
right. Both sides had submitted briefs to the 
Governor, but he seemed unable to get at the 
exact pointsin the controversy, and therefore 
decided to give a hearing—the only one, by the 
way, which he has given on any Dill left him by 
the Legislature. 

The bill, of course, is favored by all the Staten 
Islanders, who will have to bear the “extra” 
burden of taxation if itis notsigned. Ex-Sen- 
ator Nicholas Muller headed a delegation from 
Richmond, composed of Thomas W. Fitzgerald, 
District Attorney; Richard Finch, counsel for 
New-Brighton; Supervisors Augustus Prentice 
and Nathaniel Marsh and their attorney, James 
Vonhovenburg, and President Connelly of the 
Village of New-Brighton. 

In opposition to the measure there appeared 


Charles S. Smith, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce; Francis A. Martin, President of the 
Marine society; Capt. Albert Spencer, Vice 
President of the same society; Capt. J. D. 8. 
Trask, Governor of the Harbor; James Henry, 
its bookkeeper, and William Alien Butler, Jr., 
attorney for the Board of Trustees of the insti- 
tution. 

Mr. Butler began the argument for the 
Trustees. He explained gt some length the pur- 

ose for which the Harbor was founded, in15801, 

yy Capt. Randall, and the good work that it has 
done since its establishment in maintaining and 
supporting aged, decrepit, and worn-out sailors. 

He argued that as the Harbor carries part of 
the burden of the State in looking after these 
men, who would otherwise become paupers, it 
should be exempted from taxation. ut, in 
spite of this, it has voluntarily paid taxes for 
the last {lity-five years upon the property used 
for the Harbor purposes. In 1889 it paid 
$30,624 in taxes, State, town, county, and 
village. 

He alleged that the bill under discussion had 
been passed by the Legislature under a misep- 
prehension of the fact; that it was not true 
that a single dollar was obtained for the support 
of the institution, except from the money left 
by Capt. Randall He denied that the Trustees 
had gone on acquiring property to any such ex- 
tent as had been claimed. Since 1840 they bad 
only purchased eighteen acres of land, making 
their total holding upon Staten Island 182 acres. 

He denied that the surplus income had been 
spent extravagantly, or that the officers of the 
institution lived in any unueual luxury. Not a 
single residence for the use of the officers had 
been built since 1840. He denied that many of 
the inmates turned out of the Harbor for some 
reason or other had become county charges. In 
the last eighteen years only thirty-six had left 
and gone to the county poorhouse. He declared 
that the object of the bill was to forestall the 
action of the court, and that it was special legis- 
lation of the most objectionable sort.. Mr. But- 
ler then submitted a brief of vast proportions 
to the Governor. 

He was followed by Supervisor Prentice for 
the other side. The gistof his argument was 
that nothing could be found in the statute 
books of the State relative to the Harbor which 
exempted it from taxation. He spoke of the fa- 
vorabie report of the sub-committee which was 
sont down by the Legislature to investigate the 
matter, and which, after aking a thorough in- 
quiry, had come back coavinced that the Harbor 
should bear ita share of the burden of taxation 
in the county. 

He declared that the total value of the prop- 
erty was $2,000,000, and that it had been as- 
peesed up to a year ago tor only $350,000, and 
that when the county proposed to add an addi- 
tioual $100,000 to the assessed valuation the 
trustees had come to the conclusion that they 
did not have to pay tases anyhow. 

He said that ony a smiall part of the property 
Was actually used for the purposes of the instita- 
tion, but that it sought exemption on the entire 
holding. He declared that in the last six years 
the Harbor had salted away $1,311,000 for fut- 
ure use, and that this large sum had been in- 
vested in bonds and mortgages. 

Its income was thus evidently greatly in 
excess of its needs, and he was sure that it 
was likely to go on increasing from year to year. 

“Your point is,” suggested the Governor, 
“that if the Harbor is exempted from taxation, 
you Staten Islanders would support the institu- 
tion, since you would pay its taxes.” 

Mr. Preutice answered that this was exactly 
what he dia mean, and went on to say that this 
additional burden would fallupon the small 
iy ef owners of the island. In spite of what 
ir. Butier had said, he thought that the Trust- 
ees were spending theirsurplus extravagantly. 

For instance, they were building a music hall, 
which will cost $150,000, and a church for 
$70,000. Nobody claimed that the payment of 

. the taxes would interfere with the efficiency of 
the institution. 

District Attorney Fitzgerald followed Mr. 
Prentice with very mnch the same arguments. 
He declared, among other things, that the Trust- 
ees did not discover that the Harbor was an in- 
atitation for paupers until the Court of Appeals 
decision in the case of an institution which was 
poverty stricken and supported absolutely by 
charity, having not a doliar of income from real 
estate or other property. 

Trustee Wilcox of the Village of New- 
Brighton was the nextspeaker. He said that 
the average annual income of the Harbor for 
the last six years had been $317,000, the aver- 
age expenses $198,000, leaving an average an- 
nual surplus of $119,000. During these same 
six years the Trustees had spent $516,000 in 
improvements. 

The Governor interrupted by saying that he 
had understood that the Harbor wanted to be 
exempted from taxation only upon. the prop- 
erty actually used for the purposes of the insti- 
tution. Mr. Smith said that this wasso. He 
believed that the Harbor ought.to pay taxes 
and that the Trastees did not wish to be oonsid- 
ered asattempting to get rid of taxes; they simply 
wanted to reguiate them. He said that their 
annual surplus was about $80,000 on an aver- 
age, and that they were spending all of this in 
what they deemed to be necessary improve- 
ments. 

The income would not inerease for twenty- 
one years, since all the leases were for that 
length of time. The new church, of which so 
much had been said, wasto be a memorial to 
Capt. Randall All the beds at the institution 
were at present filled, and he thought that in 
the near future it would be necessary to spend 
alargesum of money in new dormitories, in 
order that the Harbor might carry out the pur . 
poses of its founder. 

He said that some time ago there had been a 
meeting between the two sides to the contro- 
versy. and that it bad been agreed that the 
buildings and the property in actual use should 
be exempted from taxation; that this was en- 
tirely agreeable to the Trustees, but, for some 
reason unknown to him, the representatives of 
Richmond County had withdrawn from 
agreement. 

The Governor was gotting restless 

“I can’t see why you fellows did not come to 
some reement, then, among yourselves, in- 
stead of coming here. I suppose you both had 
a lawyer in it who told you not to.” 

Everybody nned at the Exeoutive joke, as 
in duty bound, and then Mr. Smith was permit- 
ted to proceed. 

He repeated that. the Trustees were anxious 
to do the fair thing, but they felt it to be their 
duty as Trustees to carry out the provisions of 
the trust imposed upon them. The institution 
was perfectly well able to pay taxes, and if the 
courts directed that they must they would with- 
outa murmur, but they thought that the time 
had come when, in justice to themselves and 
their successors, the issue must be made and 
the legality of the question tested. 

The Governor again facetiously said that he 
would then adjourn the court until to-morrow 
morning at 9 o’clock, and he hoped before then 
some agreement would be reached. If not he 
would bave to settle it for them to the dissatis- 
faction of somebody.

STILL WIDE APART,

NO PROSPECT OF AN ADJUSTMENT OF 
THE STONEWORKERS’ STRIKE. 


Two of the paving contractors to whom Com- 
missioner Gilroy of the Department of Public 
Worke issued instructions to relay the old stones 
on streets where work had been stopped by the 
stoneworkers strike sent replies to the depart- 
ment yesterday. John G. Smith, who has the 
contract for repaving West Street, wrote that 
he wasin no way responsible for the strike, 
that he had employed none but union men, and 
that he did not think that he should be required 
to replace the old paving stones. Ho asked for 


leniency. Mr. Holahan, who was in charge of 
the aeeenent yesterday in the absence of the 
Com oner, who is sick, said that he would 
not undertake to modify any orders during Mr. 
Gilroy’s absence. 

William Kelly, the contractor on Third Ave- 
nué, sent a letter to Water Purveyor Burke, say- 
ing that his men had left him, although they had 
no ca of complaint. He said that he could 
not ‘orm his contract unless he employed 
non-union men. He said that such men could 
be had todo the work as well, if not better, 
than some of the union men. He eaid that. the 
stones on the avenue belonged to him and were 
ubion-made. 

He announced that he proposed to give the 
union men one more chance to do the work, and 
that if they should refuse to do it he would 
make other arrangements. 

Mr. Burke is very doubtful whether the de- 
partment can replace the old blocks if the con- 
tractors refuse to do it. He is afraid that the 
ox pense would deplete the repaving appropria- 

on. 

It was reported in Mr. Burke's office that the 
fifty pavers employed by E. J. McKeever & 
Brother, Brooklyn contractors, had returned to 
work. This report was subsequently contirmed 
atthe headquarters of the strikers. William 
MoNair explained this resumption of work by 
saying that the stone used by the McKeevers 
was all right, as it came from a quarry not con- 
trolled by the association. The strike against 
the firm, he said, had been ordered *ecause they 
employed aman who had been blacklisted by 
the union and it had not been “ lifted” until the 
objectionable man had been discharged. At the 
office of John Peirce It was stated that this ex- 
planation was untrue. The granite, it was said, 
came from assocjation quarries, and the strike 
had been ordered on the same grounds as the 
New-York strikes. The men who bad returned 
were all union men, and they had simply grown 
tired of supporting a useless and failing cause. 

On Monday, it was further stated, there would 
be a general resumption of paving, with union 
men, if possible, and if not with non-union 
pavers, of whom any number were available. 

There was a lively incident in connection 
with the strike in Franklin Street, between Elm 
and Broadway, in the morning. Brown & Me- 
Allister have a contract at this point on a large 
new building for which they are delivering 
stone. All of their union teamsters had been 
called out, and yesterday they employed a non- 
union driver to deliver a load of stone. This 
man was taken out by a committee of pickets 
from the strikers, who promised to pay him 
wages, and Mr. McAllister of the firm had to 
drive his wagon back to the yard on Fourteenth 
Street himself. 

Secretary Grant of the Paving Block Cutters’ 
Union yesterday issued his promised statement 
in behaif of the striking stoneworkers. Itisa 
very lengthy document, and reviews at length 
the causes which led up to the trouble between 
employed and employers. It is pointed out 
that the May agreement with sixty or ninety 
days’ notice would be just as safe for the manu- 
facturers as the January agreement could be. 

Mr. Grant reports that calls for men are com- 
ing in steadily from quarry owners in all parts 
of the country. 

William MeNair and a committee of the strik- 
ers called at Commissioner Gilroy’s office yes- 
terday to ask if any proposition had been re- 
ceived from the other side for a settlement of 
the trouble, or if the Commissioner himself had 
taken any action. Deputy Commissioner Hola- 
han said thatno overtures had beea received, 
and that until some offer was made the Com- 
missioner could take no action.

On certain off nights of each season the boxes 
will be sold at regular prices. Outside of the 
boxes, the 2,500 seats in the house will be sold 
at all times at prices ranging from $2 to 50 
cents. None but the choicest orchestra seats 
will be sold for more than $1.50. 

Manager Hammerstein will go to Europe in 
June to close contracts with artists for his tirst 
season. He has been negotiating with them for 
some time oe He declares that his singers 
must be English-speaking persons, as he does 
not want to offer the public a conglomeration of 
dialects. He has already signed a preliminary 
contract with Miss McIntyre, the prima donna 
of the D’Oyly Carte Opera Company. He will 
have a chorus of sixty voices and an orchestra 
of fifty pieces. He is negotiating with Dr. Mott), 
who directed the recent Wagnerian festival at 
Baireuth, to conduct. 

All the scenery and property of the American 
Opera Company was purchased by Manager 
Hammerstein, and he is having the scenery re- 
touched so that it will be as new. He promises 
that every new opera he can possibly secure 
will be offered first hand to his patrons. 


LAND COMPANY IN TROUBLE. 


THE NEW-BIRMINGHAM CONCERN HAS 
JUDGMENT ENTERED AGAINST IT. 


Judgment for $536,845 was entered yesterday 
against the New-Birmingham Iron and Land 
Company and the New-Birmingham Iron and 
Improvement Company of Texas in favor of 
James A. Mahony, William R. Utley, and 
Leopold Wallach. The judgment is on 126 
promissory notes made by the first-named 
company to James A. Mahony, which he in- 


dorsed, and the plaintiffs became the owners, 
dated from Deo. 26, 1889, to April 4, 1892, 
aggregating $489,371, on which the interest 
amounted to $47,453. 

The plaintiffe were Directors in the com- 

anies. The companies were controlled by 

ew-York men and were formed to develop the 
mineral property and town site of New-Bir- 
mingham, Texas. Mr. Mahony is a well-known 
bookmaker. The office was at 47 Broadway. 

The New-Birmingham Iron and Land Com- 
pang was organized in March, 1889, and was 
succeeded by the New-Birmingham Iron and 
tN ge oe Company in July, 1891, and the 
plaintiffs claimed that the latter company as- 
sumed and agreed to pay the debts of the 
former company. The capital stock of the Iron 
and Improvement Company was $3,500,000 and 
bonds $1,000,000. The company owns 21,00VU 
acres of land.

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ADIRONDACK PARK BILL 


IT WAS SIGNED YESTERDAY BY 
GOV. FLOWER. 


THE MEASURE LIMITING HOURS OF 
LABOR ON RAILROADS BECOMES A 
LAW—SURFACE ROAD LABOR BILL 
VETOED BECAUSE IMPERFECT. 


ALBANY, May 20.—Gov. Flower is reaping the 
reward of all the hard work that he has done 
during the last two days, and is taking it easy. 
He signed seven bills to-day and vetoed but one. 
Hie thirty days are up to-morrow night, and the 
remaining bills are of little or no importance. 

In signing the bill this morning to provide for 
and limit the hours of service on railroads, the 
Governor said: 


** I cannot describe the purpose of this bill more 
fairly than ~<. Lay the introductory paragraph 
of one of the briefs submitted in opposition to the 
measure by one of the prominent com panies 
of the State; > 

*** This bill,’ says the brief, ‘has three objects— 
first, that no engineer, fireman, conductor, or train- 
man who has rendered twenty-four houre continuous 
service shall thereafter, under ordinary circum- 
stances, continue service or resame service without 
first having had at least eight hours’ rest, 

“ *Seoond, that the working day of every engineer, 
fireman, conductor, and trainman shall not ox 
ten hours of service rendered within twelve consecu- 
tive hours; and third, that if any such engineer, fire- 
man, conductor, or trainman shall render more than 
ten hours service he shall receive comparative com- 
pensation for the excess in addition to his daily com- 
pensation.’ ; 

“The legislation is sepet in the interest of both 
railroad employes and the traveling public. Itis in 
line with the general demand for shorter hours of 

bor. Ihave given it my approval, with the hope 
that it will accomplisn the object sought.” 


In approving the bill to establish the Adiron- 
dack Park, and to authorize the purohase and 
sale of lands within the counties including the 
forest preserve, he says: 


“The object of this bill is to enable the State judi- 
ciously to increase and consolidate its holdings of 
forest lands in the Adirondack wilderness. Out of 
the 3,700,000 acres or land Cy ag in this region 
the State now owns about 900, . half of which is 
situated in detached pieces around the border of the 
wilderness. 

“The intention of the actis to enable the State to 
sellas much of this outside holding as may seem 
wise, and to buy in place of the lands thus sold more 
desirable timber landa nearer the heart of the forest 
and nearer the head waters of the great streams 
which have their source in the Adirondacks, so that 
the ends somes to be attained by the establishment 
me | ames ack park may be more certainly accom- 
plished. 

“The advantage of this legislation is twofold. In 
the first place, itis estima that the State will be 
able thereby to increase the acreage which it holds— 
such of the State coperty now situated on the out- 
skirts of the Adirondacks being quite salable, it is 
said, and likely to bring higher prices than it will be 
necessary to ay Ay? interior lands which are really 
better a - r the State’s purpose. 

“Secondly, the carrying out of the project con- 
tained in the bill will consolidate the State’s hold- 
ings and euable the State to pureue some rational 
and practical system offorestry, which ia virtually 
impossible now with the State lands soattered as 
they are all over the forest preserve and consisting 
ot widely varying territory. 

“The scheme propovzed by the bill, it will be under- 
stood from the above description, carries no appro- 
piiation with it, but all revenues from the sale of the 
so-called ‘outside’ lands will be devoted to the pur- 
chase of new lands better adapted for the purposes 
of a forest preserve. 

“ Eventually the State preserve onght to pay the 
expense of its maintenance from the judicious sale 
of timber and the leasing, at moderate rentals, of 
small parcels of land to individuals for the establish- 
ment of Summer homes under proper regulations. 

“T have ome cog approved the measure, for [ 
believe thoroughly in the wisdom and actual neces- 
sity of preserving this great timbered wilderness for 
the protection of the head waters of our streams 
and for the benefit to agricultural interests which it 
yields in its important influence upon our rainfalls. 

“No State is more fortunate than ours in its lakes 
and streams, and it should be the duty of the present 
generation to see that these natural advantages 
which we now enjoy are not lost through indifference 
or waste. 

“The Adirondacks, at an altitude ranging from 
1,000 to 5,000 feet above the eca, are the sources of 
the Hudson, Oswegatchie, and Black Rivers, and of 
innumerable smaller streams which feed our lakes 
and supply many of our waterways, 

“ To suffer their destruction will be to threaten the 
State with serious injury. Not only would it cripple 
commerce by depriving the Erie Canal of a regu- 
larity of supply from one of its best feeders, the 
Black River, but it would probably change material- 
ly the climatic conditions now prevailing in the 
State. much to the detriment of our farmers, who 
need the uniform and steady character of rainfall 
which our abandant forests and numerous bodies of 
water guarantee. 

“For illustrations of the probable effect upon agri- 
cultural interests, we have only to refer to the lon 
periods of drought and uncertain rainfalls in some o! 
the treeless States of the West like Kansas, Ne. 
braska, Montana, and the Dakotas. 

“The proposed State forest preserve is a subject 
which interests alike a | citizen of the State, and 
for that reason is worthy of most general encourage. 
ment and support.” 

In vetoing the bill to regulate the hours of 
labor on the street surface railrouds chartered 
by the State, the Executive says that itis rad- 
ically defective in form, and that it would ap- 
parently exempt elevated railroad employes 
from its provisions. This, he thinks, was not 
the intention of the framers of the bill, and 
would work injustice to a large class of em- 
ployes in Brooklyn and New-York. 

One of the half dozen bills signed this after- 
noon provides that the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners in cities having a population of more 
than 900,000 shall have the power, with the ap- 
provalof the Board of Estimate, to fix from 
time to time the salaries of chiefs of battalions, 
which shall not be less than $2,750 nor more 
than $3,500.

GETTING FROM THE RECORDER. 
District Attorney Nicoll said yesterday to a 
Times reporter, referring to the remarks of the 
Recorder of the day before: “I have read the 


Recorder’s remarks, and it seems to me that: 


they are entirely unfounded. It is no part of 
his functions to criticise me, and itis as im- 
proper as if I should criticise him. 

“T am not accountable to him for the per 
formance of my duty. I have undertaken the 
work of bringing about a reform in the adminis- 
tration of the criminal business in this county 
which will secure the prompt trial of ali orimi- 


nal cases. To accomplish that I must clear out 
the files of my office —_ dispose of the accumu 
lations of years b This necessitates the 
trial, or an attempt to bring totrial, of those old 
indictments which were found in the adminis- 
trations of Col. Fellows and Judge Martine. 
These cases cannot be dismissed by me alone. 
They must be brought into court and have the 
court’s concurrence. 

“A Judge should not criticise me for ee 
these old oases on the calendar, but if he was 
imbued with a proper public spirit he would as- 
sist me in disposing of them without attempting 
to embarrass and belittle me in my work. The 
eo that there is any idleness or neglect 
in the District Attorney’s office is so notoriously 
false that it seems absurd when I reflect upon it. 

** Last year I disposed of over 4,000 cases, the 
largest number ever handled by any District 
Attorney before in one year, and I expect to dis- 
pose of over 5,000 this year. Last month I dis- 
posed of over 477 oases, the highest record in 
the history of the office fora likeperiod. In this 
very month of which the Recorder complains 
the District Attorney’s office has taken up about 
400 cases, and there are still two weeks more 
left of the term. 

“ There is the smallest number of prison cases 
on band that there has been fora long time.

THE NAVAL RESERVE ORDERED TO JOIN 
IN THE PROCESSION. 


The people of this city have heard a good 
deal about the Naval Reserve. On Decoration 
Day they will have an opportunity to see that 
amphibious organization, as it will turn out for 
parade for the first time. Parading as infantry 
is not the purpose of the Naval Reserve, but it 
is organized as a man-of-war’s force, and every 
ship’s company is capable of being landed as a 


marching body of infantry or artillery, or both. 
Hence out of reapect to the day and at the in- 
vitation of the Memorial Committee the First 
Naval Battalion will jein in the procession. 
Lieut. Commander J. W. Miller’s orders com- 
wen to yet at the United States 
steamer Minnesota, foot of West Fiftieth Street, 
atS A.M. The assembly will be sounded at 
8:15 and the battalion will maroh at 8:30. Its 
position will be in West Fifty-third Street, with 
the right on Fifth Avenue, and in the procession 
it will follow the First Brigade, National Guard. 

The battalion will parade as a naval brigade, 
cousisting of three battalions of infantry under 
Lieuts.

REPORTS TO THE METHODIST 
GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


THE BOOK CONCERN TO BE CALLED 
UPON TO MEET DELEGATES’ EX- 
PENSES—MISSIONARY BISHOPS TO 
MAKE FINANCIAL REPORTS. 


Omana, Neb., May 20.—Bishop Foss presided 
and N. R. Ridgeway of Illinois led the devotions 
at the Methodist Episcopal General Conference 
to-day. Almost the first thing sprung was a 
question of finances. Amos Shinkle, Treasurer 
of the funds to pay the traveling expenses of the 
delegates, said that the funds had not been paid 
in from the annual conference Treasurers in 
sufficient amount to pay all the traveling ex- 
penses of the delegates. 

Some ono suggested that the amount be bor- 
rowed from the Book Concern. Then the musio 
began. Very vigorous remarks were offered. 
One delegate declared that it was nonsense to 
talk about borrowing the money from the Book 
Concern, because the amount would never be 
paid back. The General Conferences had bor- 
rowed from the Book Concern time and again, 
but had rarely if ever repaid the money. The 
conference ought to be honest and simply make 
an appropriation. 

Dr. Maxfield moved that the amount needed— 
about $4,000—be borrowed from the Book Con- 
cern, and that the amount be assessed against 
those annual conferences which had failed to 
pay their assessments for the traveling expenses 
fund. 

“‘You might just as well apportion the deficit 
to the sun, moon, and stars as to the annual 
conferences,” said Dr. Lanahan. ‘‘I move that 
the amount be drawn from the Book Concern 


and that the agente of the Book Concern be 
= to charge the amount to profit and 
08s.”’ 

After much wrangling, however, the confer- 
ence did what General Conferences have done 
before—decided to draw the amount from the 
Book Concern. 

The Rev. Mr. Baardshire, fraternal delegate 
from the United Brethren Church, was pre- 
sented by Dr. Fiske of Michigan. He was intro- 
duced by Bishop Fose. The delegate aroused 
great enthusiasm in reviewing the work done 
by his church during the last quadrennium. He 
sald that the United Brethren had reached the 
point where the holy right of women to preach 
the Gospel when they felt s call from God to 
enter the ministry would not be refused them. 
He hoped the great Methodist Church would 
soon come to proper light on the question. 

The first ballot for mig weay | of the Board of 
Education showed that there had been no elec- 
tion. Dr. C. H. Payne got 216 votes, T. B. Neely 
139, and Dr. C. H. Bridgeman 96. On a second 
ballot Dr. Payne received 266 votes and was 
elected. 

The delegates who slamored for the election 
of more Bishops at the present session made a 
frantio effort to open up the queetion again. A 
motion for reconsideration, however, was laid 
on the table in the twinkling of an eye. 

Some red-hot reports will soon be launched 
upon the conference from the standing and spe- 
cial committees. The Committee on Temperance 
and Prohibition of the Liquor Trattic has a long 
report that will be presented soon. It reaffirms 
the well-known attitude of the Church upon the 
saloon question and declares that the Church Is 
in harmony with every organization that seeks 
to promote total abstinence and the overthrow 
of the liquor traffic. The report says: 

“We reiterate the language of the Episcopal ad- 
dress of 1888, which said: ‘The liquor trattic is so 

ernicious in allits bearings, so inimical to the in- 
erests of honest trade, so repugnant to the moral 
80086, so injurious to the peace and order of society 
that the only proper attitude toward it for Chris- 
tians is that of relentless hostility. It oan never be 
legalized without sin.’” 

The report further declares that men engaged 
in the manufacture or sale of intoxicatin 
liquors ought not to receive the commeroia 
patronage of Christians. The traffic is stoutly 
condemned and the whole licensing plan for 
liquor saloons is declared to be a means to foster 
and sustain the damaging traffic. In closing, the 
report says that while itis not the province of 
the Church to suggest or diotate as to the politic- 
al proolivities of any man, yet the committee de- 
clares that no political party has aright to ex- 
peot nor ought any party to receive the support 
ef Christian men so long as that party stands 
committed to the license policy or refuses to 
put itself on record in attitude of open opposi- 
tion to the saloon. 

The committee on the lay delegation has pre- 
pared a report recommending equal lay repre- 
sentation. 

In the course of the proceedings to-day it was 
decided to instruct the Central Conference in 
Indiana not to make the changes recently de- 
cided upon by that conference, and to await the 
adoption of changes to be made by the General 
Conference, looking to the establishment of five 
conferences instead of three. 

A resolution introduced by Dr. Hammond of 
California was adopted, declaring that the in- 
iquitous opium habit was making fearful bead- 
way on the Pacific coast and vigorous steps 
should be taken to stamp it out. 

Judge Lawrence offered a resolution to have a 
commission appointed for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what steps could be taken to have the 
Methodist Episcopal bodies united under one 
organization. It was referred to a committee. 

Mr. Shaw of Towa introduced a resolution to 
call a constitutional conference in .Chicago in 


‘1893. Though along list of well-known names 


was appended in approval of the conference 
and Mr. Shaw spoke enthusiastically, the reso- 
lution was referred to the next General Conrfer- 
ence, which was a mild way of strangling the 
project. 

Dr. W. H. Shier of the Detroit Conference suc- 
ceeded in naving a resolution adopted requiring 
the missionary Bishops toreport all moneys re- 
ceived from private sources for the ae of the 
missiovary work in foreign lands. Bishop Tay- 
lor, it was said, as an illustration, had been get- 
ting about 830,000 a year for Africa that he 
had not been obliged to report to the mission- 
ary societies. 

That patriarch of Methodism, Dr. William 
Nast of Cincinnati, was introduced to the con- 
ference just before adjournment. He is eighty 

ears of age, and spoke with great difficulty. 
The fact that he has been over half a century 
the editor of the Methodist Apologete endeared 
him to the hearts of the Mothodist people. His 
remarks were mostly of a thanksgiving nature. 
He rejoiced in the fact that his life had been 
spared so long to labor in the vineyard of the 
Lord. He thanked the conference for the honor 
that had been conferred upon him by the eleo- 
tion of his son to the editorship of the Methodist 
Apologete. 

The conference to-day decided to elect two 
Secretaries for the Church Extension Society. 
Dr. W. A. Spencer, the Rev. A.J. Kinnott, Dr. 
J. MoAlawall, Dr. A. Swindells, Dr. J. Palmer, 
Dr. W. P. Stowe, and the Rev. E. Cas- 
well were placedin nomination. The number 
of delegates who sprang up to second the rari- 
ous nominations reminded one of the way bub- 
bles spring out of a mill pond in a Summer 
shower. The last minute some one nominated 
the Rev. T. C. Iliff forthe Sesretaryship. The 
ballot was then taken and the conference ad- 
journed. 

It was officially reported after the adjourn- 
ment that Drs. Kinnett and Spencer had been 
elected Secretaries.

The company say that one of the greatest ob- 
stacles thoy have had to contend with has been 
the stamping of “Sing Sing” upon their goods, 
involving the explanation to Western patrons 
that the goods were not made in the Sing Sing 
prison.
